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MX - growing or dying? 





With the coming of the 1980's, I 
guess we could say that 
motocross in America is now, 
officially, a decade old. It really 
gained its start over here in the late 
sixties with Edison Dye’s old Inter-Am 
Series and European stars like Torsten 
Hallman, Arne Kring and Joel Robert 
racing exhibition events at places like 
Pepperell and China Camp. But it 
wasn’t until motocross was officially 
recognized by the American 
Motorcycle Association with the 
formation of the Trans-AMA Series in 
1970 that it was asserted National 
prominence as a viable racing sport in 
our country. 

At the time the AMA wasn’t as 
interested in sanctioning motocross to 
improve it as it was trying to put 
Edison’s outlaw Inter-Am Series out of 
business by running the Trans-AMA 
Series in conflict with it. Like the 
Inter-Am Series, the Trans-AMA 
Series was to be a European versus 
American challenge event which also, 
that first year, decided the American 
National Champion. Dick Burleson 
won the coveted first title that year 
finishing a distant 16th overall in the 
standings to give us an idea of just how 
many European riders were on hand 
and how good they were compared to 
the novice American riders. 

I've been lucky in that I've been able 
to follow motocross in America since 
almost its very beginnings. My first 
major assignment as a freelance editor 
with Cycle News was coverage of one 
of the original Florida Winter Series 
races in 1969. During that time I was 
racing motocross myself and 
continued to do so on a local Pro level 
nearly every weekend for five years 
until racing on Sundays became too 
much of a conflict with my trying to 
earn a living as a motojournalist. 
Guess which paid most of the bills? 

For the past ten years my life has 
been dedicated to the sport of 
motocross. I've written for every major 
motorcycle publication in America 
and some in Europe. I've flown or 
driven up to 60,000 miles a ‘year 
covering dust bowl locals and every 
major National track in the country. 
I've worked with every major factory 
motocross team, either on a 
professional level as a 
journalist/photographer or amateur 
level as part time truck driver of team 
vans and works bike mechanic, I know 
every factory rider on a first name 
basis, have slept on their motel room 
floors when I couldn't afford my own 
room, and offered my own motel room 
floors to privateer riders when I could. 


I have ridden every major brand of 
factory works bike, and I can tell you 
with almost uncanny accuracy who the 
winner of a National, Trans-USA or 
Supercross race will be before the 
starting gate even drops. I guess I 
know more about American motocross 
than anyone else. 

I look back over the way motocross 
has grown up in America the last ten 
years with mixed emotions. Right 
from the beginning the AMA wasn't as 
interested in the overall growth of 
motocross as it was in trying to keep 
control of it. 

The AMA's main concern then and 
still seems to be today is keeping 
Harley-Davidson competitive in flat 
track. When Harleys finally became 
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‘uncompetitive ‘in American road 


racing, the AMA lost interest in 
keeping the sport alive for the other 
manufacturers who held a truly 
genuine desire to build newer and 
more competitive machinery. Road 
racing died out in America some five 
years ago and from the look of things, 
flat tracking won’t be around much 
longer, either. 

Meanwhile, motocross continued to 
skyrocket in popularity during the 
early seventies. Established tracks 
sprang up around the country and 
along with the Trans-AMA Series, new 
series were added to the schedule 
which included three National 
Championship classes and Edison 
Dye's old Inter-Am Series which was 
picked up by the AMA as well. 
Helping to add to the excitement the 
new sport of motocross had 
participation by every major 
motorcycle distributor with some kind 
of factory sponsored team. Such a 
huge factory involvement had never 
been seen in any form of motor racing 
before and included teams from the 
big Japanese four - Honda, Yamaha, 
Kawasaki and Suzuki - as well as others 
like Husqvarna, CZ, Maico, Can-Am, 
Harley, Bultaco, Montesa, Ossa, KTM 
and Rokon. 

Race purses grew quickly as well. By 
1973 a typical Trans-Am purse was 
$12,000 while National purses were in 
the region of $10-$12,000 usually split 
$8,000/$2,000 when one National was 
run in conjunction with a Support 
race, and $6,000/$6,000 when two 
Nationals were run on the same date 
at the same track. 

Then around 1974 after such 
skyrocketing growth, something 
strange happened. Motocross stopped 
growing. The crowds got no larger. 
The purses stayed the same. The 
smaller factory teams and the 
numerous bad outdoor tracks across 
the country begañ to disappear. What 
had happened was outdoor motocross 
had reached its saturation point 
among the enthusiasts and growth had 
stopped cold. The larger and more 
dominant motorcycle companies put 
the smaller ones out of business as they 
fought for the same limited market 
share. The bad tracks folded up as 
spectators began to start choosing 
which races they wanted to go to 
rather than attend any race track 
given National or Trans-AMA status. 

The top foreign riders stopped 
coming to America, not because the 
American riders had gotten too fast to 
beat, but because the purses were no 
longer growing and they couldn't 
afford to race in America. The AMA 
did nothing to encourage the 
participation of the European riders in 
our races other than ask the factory 
teams to continue to foot the bills to 
bring the riders over here. But the 
factory teams in America were already 
footing the bills with their own riders 
and race teams to keep the Nationals 
and Trans-AMA Series alive as a 
means to promote their products. 
They could hardly be asked to do 
more. 

Without European rider support the 
Inter-Am Series folded up. 1979 saw 
the renamed Trans-USA Series 
conclude with not one European 
entry. Spectator interest has fallen off 
as well. With the few extraordinary 
exceptions like Hangtown and 
Unadilla where fans turn out in the 
tens of thousands for what is a 
weekend happening, the majority of 
National and Trans-USA races draw 
less than 4,000 people each. 

Each year the AMA finds it 
increasingly difficult to find new 
tracks and promoters to replace the 
ones that have folded. The purses 
haven't grown in six years and remain 
around $10-$12,000 despite the 
increase in economic inflation. If it 





wasn't for the fact the usual National 
race turnout of 3,000 spectators have 
to now pay $10 for a ticket to get in, 
there wouldn't be any Nationals 
breaking even except for Hangtown. 

There are three reasons why 
outdoor motocross has stopped dead in 
its tracks, so to speak, on the National 
level. The races are attended solely by 
motocross enthusiasts instead of the 
general public. The majority of 
motocross tracks are nothing but 
burned-out facilities located so far 
from major population areas it takes a 
major expeditionary force to get there. 
And finally, there are no major 
sponsors from outside the motorcycle 
industry to help with promotion and 
defray the costs of running a major 
event. 

No wonder outdoor motocross is 
trying to die. The AMA, which still 
wants to retain a stranglehold on the 
sport, has to take the majority of the 
blame for what has happened. More 
often than not the AMA is fighting the 
promoters and professional riders it is 
supposed to be assisting. 

No department exists within the 
AMA to help promoters conduct a 
successful event; to show them how to 
build a proper race track, gain 
sponsorship for their event and 
promote it properly. When you're 
working with country hicks trying to 
stage a National in their cornfields the 
farmers need all the help they can get. 
The AMA claims they lack the money 
to hire the personnel to offer such 
services, but as long as the AMA 
continues to milk the promoters for 
sanctioning fees and the riders for 
entries to operate the Professional 
Racing Division rather than find 
outside sponsorship, everyone involved 
will remain broke and operating in the 
red. 

The AMA hasn't been doing a hell 
of a lot for Pro riders either. If a rider 
lacks the qualifying points as a Novice 
to race the Nationals he might as well 
retire. Bill West's Florida Winter- 
AMA Series has remained the only 
viable AMA Regional Qualifier Series 
in the United States for years. 

It’s the only place a privateer can go 
race once a year where he might earn 
gas money. If the rider is from outside 
the region he only earns half the 
normal qualifying points. That sure 
isn’t looking after the AMA Pro riders 
across the rest of the country. Don’t 
even ask why the AMA continues to 
bend, modify or suspend their own 
rules when necessary - usually at the 
expense of the privateer riders. 

It is very obvious that outdoor 
motocross on the National and Trans- 
USA level has a very dim future. To 
see what it could be like one needs only 
look at Supercross. 

In the beginning the AMA didn’t 
think Supercross would get off the 
ground and they, thankfully, kept 
their hands out of it which helped 
contribute to its success. Mike 
Goodwin was a promoter who knew 
how to give spectators what they 
wanted; a good race inside a good 
facility. He went out and found his 
own sponsors from outside the sport. 
He went to Europe to get the name 
riders when he felt he needed them. 
He learned how to promote the race 
properly through the news media to 
the public. He paid good purses. 

The first Supercross was held at the 
Los Angeles Coliseum in 1972 and 
from that point on Supercross never 
stopped growing. This past year 
Goodwin's races at the Coliseum and 
at Anaheim Stadium played to sell out 
crowds of around 60,000 people. In 
contrast, the last Trans-AMA race at 
Saddleback near Los Angeles in 1976 
drew less than 3,000 and folded. 

Supercross is now a major National 
sport in this country with a huge new 
expanded schedule for the 1980 





season. It’s growing like gangbusters 
and even the energy crisis can’t slow it 
down because of the Series’ proximity 
to major population areas. In typical 
fashion the AMA has now jumped on 
the bandwagon. 

A major conflict arose between the 
Supercross promoters and the AMA 
two years ago when the AMA 
demanded a major portion of the 
money received by Goodwin from CBS 
for television rights to the Anaheim 
race. Goodwin had worked hard to sell 
the race to CBS without the AMA’s 
help, just as he had in gaining sponsors 
for all his races. The AMA had 
already screwed Goodwin over more 
than once in not giving him promised 
agent fees for securing Toyota trucks 
and Mr. PiBB as major sponsors for 
Supercross and National races. 

The other Supercross promoters 
backed Goodwin up over the right to 
keep his CBS money for Anaheim and 
threated to form their own Supercross 
sanctioning organization if the AMA 
withdrew its sanction from Anaheim 
as it said it would. Faced with being 
left out in the cold with nothing and 
realizing Supercross could get along 
very well without it, the AMA backed 
down in its demand of the television 
rights money for Anaheim from 
Goodwin. 

It is a shame the AMA wasn’t forced 
out of Supercross to perhaps, 
hopefully, allow them more time to 
concentrate fully on the shambles 
outdoor motocross had become. That 
way the AMA would have had to 
improve outdoor racing for it to 
survive against Supercross. 
Unfortunately, after the showdown the 
Supercross promoters didn’t want to 
have to fuss with running their own 
sanctioning organization and decided 
among themselves to stay with the 
AMA just for that fact. 

Right now, the only thing keeping 
outdoor National Championship 
Motocross alive in America is the 
participation of the four major 
Japanese teams. They are there to help 
promote their bikes and without them 
there would be no Nationals or Trans- 
USA Series. 

As a matter of fact, it was the 
factory teams’ threat to pull out of 
AMA racing and race California CMC 
events that caused the AMA ->to 
suspend the claiming rule last summer 
when Honda lost an RC works bike to 
privateer John Roeder. 

Unless drastic changes are made to 
the outdoor races now, they are going 
to die out. Here are my proposed 
changes which I feel need to be made 
immediately. 

The first is that the AMA needs to 
hire extra personnel to work with 
promoters in helping them to put on 
successful races. That means showing 
the promoters how to work with the 
local news and advertising media to 
get the general public out to the 
tracks. 

The past few years only myself and 
the editors of Cycle News have 
attended the outdoor Nationals and 
Trans-USA Series. Coverage by the 
local news media is non-existent and 
even the major motorcycle magazines 
have stopped attending. One of the 
reasons is that no facilities are set up 
for the press at the track where they 
can get complete finishing results of 
the race, let alone rider entry lists, 
biography information, or even press 
passes. The AMA needs to standardize 
and supervise press and media 
relations. 

Next, the AMA needs to find 
sponsors from outside the motorcycle 
industry to help sponsor and support 
racing. The motorcycle companies 
themselves are already providing the 
show and the riders and there is no 
reason to continue to milk them dry. 
We've lost too many of the small 











companies already. Every other type of 
sport in America has outside sponsors 
providing money for advertising and 
increased purses. The money is there 
and it only requires going out and 
finding it. 

The final thing is the improvement 
of the outdoor track facilities 
themselves. We don't want outdoor 
Supercross races necessarily, but we do 
need natural terrain type tracks which 
provide spectators and riders alike 
with the quality facilities that 
Supercross races do. If a track isn't up 
to standards, then the AMA should 
pull the sanction on it. It’s better to 
have a few good outdoor races to set 
the standards for the future than a lot 
of bad tracks like there are now to 
keep dragging the sport down. 

The best examples of burned out 
race tracks where the promoters don't 
care are Saddleback and Carlsbad 
near Los Angeles. They are nothing 
but hard packed dirt lots with no rider or 
spectator facilities whatsoever. You'd 
think after 10 years of holding major 
events, weekly local events and daily 
open riding to the public the owners 
would have made major improvements 
to these so called “riding parks.” 
Things like good track watering 
systems, reworking the track surface 
with sand and sawdust, permanent 
chain fencing, paved and covered pit 
areas, permanent restroom and snack 
bar facilities, bike washing areas, 
permanent covered bleachers and 
grass covered hills for spectators. 

There is no reason at all why these 
motocross facilities can’t be as well 
designed as major race car tracks like 
Daytona, Ontario, Riverside or Sears 
Point. Certainly on not such a grand 
scale, but you only get out of 
something what you put into it in the 
first place. 

It costs between $50,000 and 
$100,000 to stage a Supercross race for 
just one night and yet, I don’t think 
there is one outdoor motocross track 
promoter who spends near that much 
in improving his track over a year's 
period even though he probably holds 
races on it every weekend. No wonder 
they never draw any spectators and it’s 
left up to the riders to pay for their 
own racing. 

Unless the AMA starts improving 
the stature of outdoor National caliber 
professional motocross we are going to 
lose it just like we've already lost 
scrambles, road racing, and are about 
to lose National Championship dirt 
track. 

Once we lose big time outdoor 
National motocross, the Amateur level 
motocross which supports the 
motorcycle industry will be soon to 
follow.

SEARLES STATION, CA, APR. 26-27 

Capitalizing of the misfortunes of teammate 
Larry Roeseler late in the second day, Team 
Yamaha’s Jim Fishback took his third straight 





overall victory 


Day ISDT Qualifier. 


Both Roeseler and Fishback, 
mounted on YZ465s, had posted 
special test scores well clear of 
the rest of the pack. But nearing 
the end of the third of four loops on 
Sunday, Roeseler slid out on the trail. 
The miscue bent his exhaust pipe up 
into the gas tank, where it soon burned 
a hole and drained the tank. By the 
time Roeseler could get it repaired and 
underway, he lost 44 minutes. 
Fishback poared on the coals and had 


in the Sunland Shamrocks Two- 


over 30 seconds (points) over the 
nearest competitor overall, and 48 
seconds on the second place Open 
bike piloted by Husky's Scott Harden. 
Team Yamaha captured the first 
two spots in the 250cc class but the 
margin between first and second was 
not quite as large. After two days, six 
trips around a 1.4-mile special test and 
acceleration test, Rick Munyon edged 
Chuck Miller by 0.15 points! They 
were tied after Day One, and though 
Miller had a one second advantage in 





the motocross special tests on Day 
Two, Munyon had a _ 1.15-point 
advantage in the acceleration test. 
(The actual times are multiplied by 
five to give the test some weight in the 
scores.) John Fero made it a Yamaha 
sweep as he finished third. 

Few riders from the eastern half of 
the country competed in the event, but 
of those who did, Suzuki's Mike Rosso 
had the best performance as he won 
the 175cc class. Missouri's Rusty 
Reynaud (Hus) also did well, winning 
the 125cc honors. 

Out of about 185 starters, only 66 
finished. The weather was superb and 
not a factor in the low finishing rate. 
The Shamrocks tightened the loop 
schedules, and the fastest riders were 
coming into the checks only 1-3 
minutes ahead of their number. There 
was no room in the schedule for ill 
fortune. 


The event consisted of two 40-mile 
loops, each run twice a day. The cross- 
country special tests of years past were 
eliminated in favor of a tight, twisty 
motocross special test laid out near the 
pits. Riders rode one lap of it each 
morning, two each afternoon. 

This event was held in memory of 
Bob Steffan, a member of the 
Shamrocks and one of the best enduro 
riders in southern California during 
the 60s and 70s, who passed away 
earlier this year. 


Day One 


Troubles struck Team Suzuki's 
Drew Smith early in the day. Smith, 
who had gotten the cast off his left 
wrist and was riding with a brace, 
apparently had troubles with a fouled 
plug and with his exhaust system. The 
13 minutes he lost and resultant 780 
route points he received put him on 
bronze, but his special test scores 
would be the best of the day in the 
250cc class. 

In the first special test Fishback had 
the fastest time, but was only one 
second in front of Roeseler. They were 
the only ones to break the 230 second 
barrier. 

The second time around the loops, 
Suzuki had more troubles as the 
transmission of Jeff Fredette’s 250cc 
machine shredded itself out on the 
trail. 

Three-time National Motocross 
Champ Gary Jones was competing on 
his 250cc Ammex, but a reported five 
flats on the first day put his effort 
down to bronze status. 


Only four or five riders were allowed 
out on the special test at a time during 
the afternoon, as two laps were ridden 
by each rider. Roeseler beat Fishback 
by 11 seconds to hold a 10-second lead 
at the end of the day, Las Vegans Scot 
Harden and Jack Johnson (Yam) were 
holding down third and fourth in the 
Open class, respectively. 

In the 250cc ranks, Munyon was 
seven seconds faster than Miller in the 
morning test, but Miller responded by 
being seven seconds faster than 
Munyon in the afternoon, putting 
them in a tie for first. Fero was mis- 
takenly credited with about 800 extra 
points in the morning test, but when 
the scoring was cleared up, he was only 
four seconds behind his teammates. 

In the 175cc ranks, only two riders 
were still on gold with Rosso leading 
Matt Cullins (Yam) by 20 seconds. 
The situation was not much better in 
the one-two-five ranks, where 
Reynaud led Scott Atchison (Yam) 
and Garth Williams (Yam). Kent 
Pfeiffer (Yam) was only 10 seconds 
behind Reynaud in special test times, 
but an accident in the pits left him 
soaked with gas. His crew rinsed him 
with water but it wasn’t enough and he 
had to return to the pits for a change 
of leathers, losing 12 minutes in the 
process.

Day Two 


Carl Cranke (SWM) started out his 
day with a bang as he came into the 
first gas check on his grace and with a 
flat tire. Cranke cleared the check, 
performed an under-four-minute 
change of tube and was on his way. 
Asked later how many tire changes he 
had to do during the day, he grinned, 
“Three. Stayed on time, too. Couldn't 
believe that.” 

In the first test Roeseler extended 
his lead to 26 seconds as Fishback had 
trouble. On a downhill off-camber 
corner, Jim went wide and got tangled 
in the ribbon, finally having to get off 
the bike to get free. 

In the 250cc battle, Munyon came 
out the best in the morning, leading 
Miller by five seconds. 

Near the end of the third loop, 
Roeseler slid out in a rocky section and 
laid the bike down. His machine has a 
longer and more vulneralbe head pipe 
than a stock Yamaha, and it was that 
side of the machine that hit the 
ground. The pipe was bent upward 
into solid contact with the plastic gas 
tank. Unaware of the problem, 
Roeseler resumed riding, hit the gas 
stop in his grace, gassed up and went 
through without losing any points. 
Several miles down the trail, the pipe 
did its number and Larry was-soon out 
of gas. A new tank enabled him to 
finish, but 44 minutes late. Obviously 
disappointed, Roeseler shook his head 
about the incident, “I can't even 
believe it...It wasn’t even a major 
crash. If it was a big one, I could see 
it.” 

With Roeseler out of the way, Fish- 
back cruised to the win, the only rider 
to post a score under 1400 points at 
1378.25. 


Harden posted the third lowest score 
of the day in the Open class to keep his 
second in the standings, his second top 
three finish in the qualifier series in as 
many tries. 

Johnson finished third in the Open 
class, but it was a very close call. 
KTM-mounted desert ace Bob 
Balentine started the second day 11 
seconds behind Johnson and put on a 








strong charge late in the day, making 
up over 10% seconds in the 
acceleration and final MX tests. 
However, Johnson prevailed, 1435.15 
to 1435.50. Bruce Ogilvie (Yam) spent 
two days applying Yamabond to his 
cylinder to keep a leaking base gasket 
from going away totally, and he 
finished fifth. 

Miller had to beat Munyon by five 
seconds in the final test to make up the 
difference, and when it was over, he'd 
gone six seconds faster. But Munyon’s 
1.15 point margin in the acceleration 
test decided the outcome. 

Fero couldn’t match his first day's 
pace and settled into third, still over 
30 seconds in front of fourth placer, 
New Mexico’s Gene Durham (KTM), 
Team Yamaha's Bob Rutten placed 
fifth. 

Rosso, admittedly not too enthusi- 
astic about riding in the desert, easily 
won the 175cc class, 68 seconds ahead 
of Matt Cullins. “I was trying not to 
get a flat,” said Rosso after the event. 
“With the tight schedule, you can’t 
win on the trail, you can only lose.” 

Reynaud took the 125cc class by 25 
seconds over desert specialist Atchison. 
Garth Williams, the only other rider 
on gold at the end of the first day, 
DNF Day Two. d

Lackey chases 
Malherbe in Swiss 
opener

Brad Lackey opened his attempt to win the 
500cc MX World Championship with two 
second places under glorious blue skies which 
greeted nearly 30,000 spectators at the ultr-fast 


feated in both races by Belgian 


circuit in Payerne. Kawasaki's 
Honda rider Andre Malherbe 


only world challenger was de- 








after a close battle in each moto. 
Reigning 250cc World Champion 
Hakan Carlqvist, having elected to 
tackle the half-litre title rather than 
defend his crown, weighed in with a 
brace of third places in a satisfactory 
start to the season. 


While Andre Vromans backed up 
his new teammate Carlqvist with 
fourth place overall for Yamaha 
despite a disastrous start in the second 
moto, there were mixed fortunes for 
the other Japanese works runners who 
seem certain to dominate the 
championship once more. 

World Champion Graham Noyce 
and new Suzuki number one Jean- 
Jacques Bruno were both non-starters 
after sustaining injuries on Easter 
Monday, six days earlier; Noyce 
watched the proceedings with his 
dislocated shoulder in a sling while 
Bruno stayed at home to nurse a 
broken collarbone. 

The champion hoped to ride in the 
second round in Austria, but would 
clearly not be fully fit. His new 
teammate, five-time 500cc champ 
Roger DeCoster, had a satisfactory 
first race with fifth place, but he lost 
any chance of repeating that placing 
in moto two when the Pro-Link unit 
broke at half distance. 


Suzuki's dismay at the loss of their 
team leader was made complete when 
Gerard Rond struggled to keep up 
with the other top runners after 
experiencing severe overheating 
problems with the single shock of his 
new bike. 

Malherbe led away in both races, 
but in neither race did he manage to 
lead all the way. In the first quarter of 
the opening moto he was relegated to 
third by first Lackey and then 
Carlqvist. The hard charging Swede 
took his turn at the front as the trio 
broke away from the field until he 
began to tire, eventually finishing 20 
seconds down on Malherbe. 


The Belgian had moved back past 
the American by this time and seemed 
to be holding the upper hand until he 
fell momentarily just after half 
distance. 


With his team leader absent, 
Malherbe was in no mood to be 
number two and he swept back into 
the lead on the half hour as the 
Kawasaki runner seemed slightly 
under-powered on the ultra-fast track. 

Lackey is nothing if not determined 
and tucked in behind the Belgian 
before mounting a last lap assault 
which saw the lead change several 
times before the Honda pulled out a 
couple of lengths at the flag. 

The start seemed to be a vital factor 
in the second moto as Malherbe once 
again moved ahead while Lackey was 
charging hard to make sixth by the 
end of the opening lap. 

Early second man Rond dropped 
back gradually to finish a distant 
fourth, just holding off Vromans. 
Carlqvist settled for a safe third as 
Lackey mounted his attack. 

After the initial hectic laps Lackey 
took just two tours to displace all of his 
leaderboard rivals except Malherbe 
and seemed to have no chance of 
catching the Belgian until they got 
caught up in traffic. 

After moving past on the 15th of 18 
laps, Lackey’s joy was short-lived and 
within a lap the faster red machine 
was back in front again and stayed 
there to the flag. 

Herbert Schmitz was the best of the 
riders on European machinery with 
seventh and eighth placings though 
Jaak Van Velthoven, llth in the 
opening leg, headed him in the second 
encounter. 

World number two Gerrit Wolsink 
had a disastrous day on his return to 
Maico for the GPs. He took just two 
points after experiencing problems 








with his rear shocks. Despite fitting 
new shocks during the interval they 
again faded quickly and he pulled out 
of the second race at half distance 
whilst a lowly 12th. 

Jim Pomeroy, riding an Open class 
Beta, was the last man unlapped in the 
first race after circulating around his 
final 12th place throughout the race: 
He retired early in the second moto 
after slipping quickly off thë 
leaderboard. z

World Championship 
250cc MX Series: Round One 


Dieffenbach, 
Kobele show 
way in Spain

SABADELL, SPAIN, APR. 13 

In a sensational opening to the 
250cc MX World Championship, 
West Germans Rolf Dieffenbach 
and Fritz Kobele took first and 
second places overall at Sabadell in the 
suburbs of Barcelona on near-standard 
air-cooled double shock Hondas. 

Despite the unrest in the Spanish 
motorcycle industry the large crowd 
was as vociferous as ever as the open- 
ing round of the championship pro- 
duced its usual crop of surprises in a 
series which looks to be the most wide 
open for years. 

The only man to lead the Honda 
duo at the checkered flag in either race 
was the enigmatic Jaroslav Falta who 
bounced back from a first lap crash in 
the opening moto to lead all the way in 
the second race on a typically agri- 
cultural looking CZ to place fourth 
overall, one point behind the more 
consistent Georges Jobe who took two 
fourth places on his works Suzuki. 

In the absence of World Champion 
Hakan Carlqvist, now contesting the 
500cc series, and world number two 
Neil Hudson whose contractural diffi- 
culties seem to have precluded him from 
riding Yamaha. With an appeal against 
the English court decision that his con- 
tract with Maico remains valid, Hud- 
son stayed at home. 

Two ex-World Champions, Hakan 
Andersson and Gennady Moiseev, were 
in action in Spain, but neither scored 
points after a succession of crashes. 
Moiseev and fellow Russian Vladimir 
Kavinov are back on CZ machinery this 
year and, despite setting fastest lap in 
each race, Kavinov could not better 
fifth place in either race. 

As new KTM runner Benny Wilken 
dropped back rapidly with fading 
shocks on the torturous track after gat- 
ing first, Hans Maisch took over the 
early lead in the first race in a German 
1-2-3 but he spun around on a slippery 
climb after 15 minutes, leaving the 
Honda riders for a clear run to the flag. 
French teenager Patrick Fura broke 
clear of a ferocious battle for third in 
the closing stages of the race as Jobe 
held off a charging Kavinov with Erkki ` 
Sundstrom, Maisch, Soren Mortensen, 
Antonio Arcarons, Michele Margarotto 











and Dimitar Rangelov crossing the line 
as quickly as you could say their names. 

With Falta, Kobele and Dieffenbach 
safe at the front in the second race 
ahead of the battling Jobe and Kavinov, 
the main interest again surrounded 
the battle for the minor placings. 

Jan Kristoffersen just held on for 
sixth ahead of Jean Claude Lacquaye 
and Rangelov as Fura tired towards 
the end. Maisch, with carburetor prob- 
lems, Mortensen, with a broken front 
brake cable, Raymond Boven, with a 
puncture and Patrick Boniface, with a 
collapsed rear wheel, were all in con- 
tention before their problems. 

It had been a day of disaster for the 
latter two, in fact. Boven had gone out 
of the first moto with loose handlebars 
and Boniface with a broken chain. 

Although the Spanish GP tradition- 
ally brings unusual results, the 250cc 
championship season seems set for a 
battle royale between the CZ-mounted 
Czechs and Russians and the might of 
Honda and Suzuki. With the next 
round in Czechoslovakia next month 
anything could happen.

SOBOBA INDIAN RESERVATION, CA, APR. 20 
“I’m so tired. I just want to go back to the pits 


and get something to drink.” -Terry Clark 


summed up the feeling of just about all the fin- 
ishers of the 10th annual Soboba Indian Grand 


Prix. He had just spent four 
hours racing in the hills of the 
Soboba Indian Reservation near 
Hemet to win the Open Pro class 
of the event, but the $500 prize didn’t 
seem as important as a glass of water. 

The course this year was somewhat 
longer than last year's, measuring out 
to just over 17 miles, but the race itself 
was slightly shorter. Instead of run- 
ning one six hour GP for all entries, 
officials decided to split the sportsmen 
and the Experts into two different 
races. The sportsmen ran in the morn- 
ing and raced against the clock for 
four laps. They were released in groups 
of five with their starting times recorded 
in order to eliminate traffic problems 
on the first lap.-The winners -will-be 





determined later when the scorers 
have a chance to compare all of the 
riders’ total times. 

For the Experts and Pros it was a 
conventional dead engine start followed 
by a six lap race to the checkered flag. 
If everything went right, an Expert rid- 
er could make it around the course in 
$5 minutes, but no one ran a perfect 
race. Even Pro winners Clark, Steve 
Bauer and Randy Fleming all admitted 
to having crashed several times. Second 
250cc Pro Bill Tarling, who won last 
year's 250cc class, lost his chain five 
times, but managed to keep on going. 

It was in the early afternoon when 
the Pros got underway with the Open 
classers charging off the line first. The 
lead was up for grabs for the first few 
miles, but eventually Brent Wallings-

ford (Hus) settled down with the lead. 
The 250cc class had a little bit more 
dicing on lap one with Tarling piloting 
his Honda into the early lead, but being 
passed immediately by Don Griewe. 
(Mai). Griewe was on top until his 
Maico seized and handed the lead right 
back to Tarling, who was putting in a 
great pace and had passed all but 
three of the Open class riders by the 
end of lap one. The top 125cc rider 
was Willy Simmons (Yam), but Flem- 
ing was only a couple of minutes back. 
On lap two, Wallingsford was still on 
top, but Bob Balentine (KTM) had 
gained a lot of time, moving into 
second, Also moving up tremendously 
was Steve Bauer, who was putting in 
his first race in over nine months on a 
Moto-X Fox Honda. Bauer got around 
Tarling and pulled out a good lead to 
hold the first 250cc position all the way 
to the end of the race. 

It was on the third lap that Clark 
moved into the picture, getting in 
front of Balentine and gaining on 
Wallingsford. Shortly after that the 
lead switched hands and Clark began 
to pull away. The next few laps held 
the same order for the leaders with the

Open bikes of Clark and Wallingsford 
in front of Bauer and third place Open 
classer Balentine. Then it was Tarling 
and his 250cc followed by Brad McLeod's 
$90 Husky and Jim Jackson’s 250 Yam- 
ha. The first two 125s were still Sim- 
mons and Fleming and they were as 
close as ever. Gary Ogden and his ultra 
trick XR500 rounded out the top five 
Open class bikes. In the next lap there 
were no significant changes other than 
Ogden repassing the two 125s, but re- 
maining fifth in his class. 

The pack became so spread out that 
in the final hour of the race, the only 
riders within striking distance of one 
another were Simmons and Fleming 
and it was on the very last section of 
the last lap that Fleming made his 
move and took the lead. 

The riders crossed the finish line 
with almost 30 minutes between the 
top 10 riders and, like Clark, most rid- 
ers could only think of a cool drink. 
The usually somewhat outspoken 
Bauer just commented, “I'm dead, 
man. I've never been this tired in my 
life.”

Peterson wins 
Training Wheels 
Enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, APR. 13 
The Training Wheels Family En- 
duro was won by Paul Peterson 
of District 36. Peterson, riding a 
Kawasaki KDX 175, put in an 
excellent ride, losing 48 seconds — the 
only rider to zero the challenging course. 

Although the event was labeled a 
“family enduro,” it was also a District 
37 points-paying event — the first D- 
37 enduro put on by the Training 
Wheels. 

The club used their large member- 
ship to good advantage. The generally 
tight and twisty three-loop course in- 
dicated that a lot of people had put in 
a lot of time course-marking. On the 
day of the event, over 100 competent 
workers were available to help and the 
enduro was handled very smoothly and 
efficiently. 

District riders who assumed that the 
family enduro billing meant that they 
could spend their Sunday worrying 
only about timekeeping got a big sur- 
prise. All right, so there weren't many 
rocks. On the other hand, there were 
plenty of turns, and not much in the 
way of open spaces for resting and re- 
covering. 

By the third loop (inflicted only on 
the A and B riders), all that turning 
began to take its toll. Third-loop fin- 
ishers knew that they had been through 
a real enduro. 

The pits for the event were located 
near Koehn Dry Lake. The 30-mile 
first loop was the only one ridden by 
“family enduro” entrants and Minis. 
Riders who were going on to ride loops 
two and three could be late, but not 
regs on this first Reg This allowed 








along with the one-loopers in their 
group and not have to worry about 
losing time. 

Loop one featured a long sandwash, 
a respectable little rocky uphill, and a 
bunch of tight turns in deep sand at 
the end. No picnic for Novice riders. 

The second loop led riders toward 
the Rand Mountains over a relatively 
flat trail with isolated whoops and hid- 
den ditches. Every so often a really 
deep ditch. Then the course wound up 
and down through the hills, much of it 
through pretty little canyons where 
yellow wildflowers were in bloom. There 
were a couple of long steep downhills. 
And lots of turns. The 28-mile loop 
two did a pretty good job of wearing 
out the C's. 

Loop three resumbled loop two, 
only longer (38 miles), somewhat 
harder and faster. A number of riders 
got all excited in the 30-mph sections 
and burned checks in them. The club 
reported that a lot of riders managed 
to burn the last check on the loop. 

Hard luck stories: Grant Palenske’s 
odo went out and he burned three 
checks. Several people got lost on the 
second loop, including the D-37 enduro 
steward, the D-37 referee, and AA 
rider Mike Godfrey. 

Good luck story: This same Mike 
Godfrey ran out of gas on the third loop 
and stopped. Taking stock of the situa- 
tion, he noticed that he was on top of a 
hill. He coasted down and into the 
check at the bottom, where he got 
some gas. Between stopping and coast- 
ing, he also managed to arrive on time 
at a check that he otherwise would 
have burned. 

Besides Peterson, the top A riders 
were Mark Heacox (A Open), losing 
one minute and 37 seconds; Garner 
Palenske (A 250cc), with a score of 
2:56; Harry Keast (A Senior), scoring 
3:96, and F. Green (A 125cc), losing 
7:119. 

D. Janiek was second A 200. With a 
score of 1:56, he finished third overall. 
(The smaller bikes did well in this 
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First B finisher was Steve Pisarik, 
riding a 250cc, with a score of 4:43. 
The first C rider off the second loop 
was J. Edmundson (3:66). 

The Training Wheels hit on a nice 
and unusual idea for a finisher prize. 
They took a photograph of every fin- 
isher at the finish line’ and gave it to 
the rider in a special frame/folder 
labeled with the name and date of the 
enduro. 

Interestingly enough, winner Peter- 
son is referee of D-36’s Cal Poly Pen- 
guins, who will be holding their 30th 
annual Hi-Mountain Enduro on May 
11. District 37 riders who are not shy 
about woods riding have long been 
making the yearly trek up to the Los 
Padres National Forest to compete in 
this enduro. It’s worth the drive. The 
terrain is beautiful, the course is chal- 
lenging and the giant rain ruts that 
wind their way through the course 
hold their own special charm. 

This year, for the first time, the Hi- 
Mountain will be a District 37 points- 
paying event. So, woods fans, come on 
up to the Hi-Mountain. See the giant 
rain ruts for yourselves and find out if 
the woods near San Luis Obispo are 
swarming with riders all as good as 
Paul Peterson.

I turned off my tape recorder. Russ Collin 
fice when he suddenly declared: “When T 
here.” Russ clutched his heart, adding f 
genuine look of grief that covered his face. 


The words, the gesture and the ex- 
pression had all the markings of a par- 
ent who had lost his children. Terry 
Vance and Byron Hines had come to 
R.C. Engineering as raw-looking kids 
itching to race, whereupon they spent 
almost a decade with Collins learning, 
doing and growing before leaving the 
fold late last year. In the end, Russ 
commented: “What’s a father to say?” 
Even though Russ said that he didn’t 
mean it “that way,” I suppose that he 
really did. 

But the departure of Vance and 
Hines, along with the departure of Jim 
Bernard and Ron Teson, is another 
phase in the life of Russ Collins, who 
has been through a lot already. While 
it may be some time before Russ heals 
from the spiritual effects of the loss of 
some of his most talented employees, 
he has quickly recovered physically by 
hiring Number One Pro Stock racer 
Bob Carpenter and will be sponsoring 
sixth-ranked Pro Stocker Vicki Farr 
out of her shop in Oklhoma. Aside from 
that, business will continue as usual 
for Russ Collins and R.C. Engineering. 

But that’s another thing: More than 
anything else that you could call Russ 
Collins — and it’s certain that he’s 
been called a lot of things —more than 
being the owner or boss of R.C. En- 
gineering, Russ Collins 7s R.C. Engi- 
neering in body, mind and spirit. 

Beginning as a backyard mechanic 
in New Jersey, Collins was a body and 
fender man, auto mechanic and flat 
track racer before coming out to Cali- 
fornia in the early 60s. 

Out West, Russ passed through a suc- 
cession of motorcycle shops as a me- 
chanic and service manager before 
going out on a limb and into business 
for himself. In 1969, R.C. Engineering 
started out of Russ’ garage in Gardena, 
CA, with almost no cash and only the 
idea that people would want to im- 
prove the performance of their Honda 
750 Fours, which was the Hot New 
Thing at the time. Russ’ idea was the 
four-into-one exhaust pipe, and he 
was hoping that it would sell enough to 
make him a living. 

As it turned out, the Honda Four 
literally rocked the motorcycle world 
and brought about the eventual demise 
of the British bike. Russ Collins’ exhaust 
pipe became a success as well; and the 
rest, as they say, is history.

and I had just concluded our interview in his of-

But it's still going to be the age of per- 
formance. 

What do yòu think of the quality of 
OEM products today? Kawasaki’s EFI 
(electronic fuel injection) system, for 
example. 

I’ve looked at it, and I think the thing 
is just crying for a turbocharger. 

We're negotiating to do probably 50 
(EFI-equipped Kawasaki KZ1000s) ex- 
clusively for a friend of ours who has 
one of the largest dealerships in the 
country. They'll be all black and 
chrome, and they'll be very nice look- 
ing bikes. But they'll be just 50 exclu- 
sive sport models. And because of the 
electronic fuel injection, the thing can 
be made to run very clean. 

Turbochargers have come a long 
way. For years not even the automotive 
factories could get turbos approved 
because they didn’t have the carbure- 
tion. When electronic fuel injection 
became readily available as production 
units on cars, that changed a lot of 
things. 

But it seems that the Kawasaki EFI 
makes a bike almost as complicated as 
a car. 

Most definitely... 

And people today have a tough time 
just figuring out their cars. 

Our government does not like the idea 
of any consumer working on his own 
car. They probably don’t like a con- 
sumer working on his own lawnmower. 
Because motorcycles and cars are be- 
coming more sophisticated, the aver- 
age backyard mechanic can’t really 
tune up his Cadillac Eldorado or Seville, 
because he doesn’t have the $18,000 
exhaust gas analyzer, Sun scopes and 
everything necessary to do this. When 
I worked on my Eldorado, I bought a 
service manual and I read it for'a while 
before I messed with it, because it is an 
electronics nightmare. It is under- 
standable if you’re a decent mechanic 
and have had the experience, but you're 
right: They're taking the motorcycle 
repairs out of the hands of the rider. It 
used to be with your 60 Triumph you 
changed your own oil — in 1960 every- 
body did their own maintenance. The 
only time you went to a dealer was 
when you got the big end repaired, or 
you needed rod bearings, or you needed 
the cases split. Top end jobs, valve jobs 





— that was in the owner's manual. 
The owner’s manual didn't say, “put 
in 28 pounds of air pressure in the 
tires,” or “lube the chain every thousand 
miles.” The owner’s manual told you 
how to disassemble the motor, do a 
valve job, set the tappets and time the 
camshafts. Not anymore. Many deal- 
ers in this country refuse to sell a service 
manual to a consumer. 

Why? 

Because they want the service business, 
which is OK. 

We've had customers call up and 
ask us if they could buy a service man- 
ual for their Honda 750. Our answer is 
that you can buy them from any deal- 
er. But they say that their dealer won't 
sell them one, because the dealer doesn’t 
want the customer to do his own work. 
Well, under warranty, the customer 
shouldn't do his own work, anyway. It 
doesn’t make good sense. 

But a lot of dealers are against the 
customer doing his own maintenance, 
which is not the way it was back in the 
old Triumph-BSA days. But neither is 
the economy, neither is the American 
public. And the market is not the same 
as it was then. The marketplace right 
now is to the point where I don’t think 
too many customers really want to do 
their own tuneup on their Honda Six. 
But you got your start back in the 
days you talked about. You got your 
start in a garage... 

... Tuning up motorcycles. . . 


...And it’s grown immensely since 
1969. 

The reason why it started is because 
today the motorcycle aftermarket is in 
excess of a billion dollars a year in the 
United States. It’s big business. But it 
is still comprised of probably — and 
I’m guessing — 1,000 serious business- 
es making aftermarket products. An- 
other 1,000 semi-serious businesses are 
making one or two little things like a 
footpeg bracket. And then there's 
probably another 1,000 people who are 
semi-half-assed in the motorcycle 
aftermarket industry. 

But it’s a vast market. It’s so vast 
that even the MIC’s figures of in ex- 
cess of a billion dollars a year are only 
as accurate as they can keep track of. 

When I started with Triumphs, and 
actually with the first 750 Honda in 
"69, you could buy some products for

some motorcycles, but you couldn't 
call anybody and buy everything you 
needed to rebuild your Triumph or to 
make a racer. Webco was the best 
source of supply, even though they 
were a distributorship and they put to- 
gether equipment from 25 manufac- 
turers. But nobody knew what was 
compatable: You could find some 
parts, but they didn’t fit; and if they 
fit, they didn’t work. And if they did 
work, they had to work with something 
else. 

So I figured, if I’m going to start a 
business, I’m going to make products 
that are not only performance compat- 
able, but also try to make my products 
so that they'd be compatable with 
everybody else’s products. If my exhaust 
pipe did not fit with a Lockhart oil 
cooler, either Lockhart wouldn't sell 
an oil cooler or I wouldn't sell an ex- 
haust pipe. 

We've been as successful as we are 
because we are still the only total per- 
formance company in the marketplace. 
We make, distribute and cause to be 
manufactured everything a man could 
use. If a customer can call me and say, 
“this is what I wish to do,” my sales- 
men would say, “this is what we recom- 
mend,” what will probably work best 
for you, what the ET and miles per 
hour will be on a drag strip, which is 
only a ruler. 

The dragstrip is a measuring device: 
Every brand-new motorcycle — even 
most of the dirt bikes — when they're 
tested by the magazines, they always 
give a quarter mile time. It's a standard 
of performance the world over. 


You admit that the compatability of 
your products has made your com- 
pany a success. So, the bottom line is, 
how much is R.C. Engineering worth? 
Good Lord. It depends on whether you 
talk about gross sales per year, close- 
out cost, or book value. 

What’s the book value of the com- 
pany, then? 

Book value is what you use for the IRS 
— it’s very low. That’s the lowest num- 
ber that you want to use; that’s auction 
price. The company is — well... You'd 
have to base the value on good name: 
How much is the good name? I think 
it’s very good, because if I tipped over 
tomorrow, the company would con- 
tinue to go on and grow — with the 
proper management — forever. Even I 
am not irreplaceable; no one single 
person is irreplaceable. 

The good name is good. The busi- 
ness is $3 million per year gross sales. 
Some accountants would figure three 
times, five times or twice the gross sales 
for what the business would sell for. 

What would Z sell it for if North 




















American Rockwell came in and want- 
ed to buy it? I probably would never 
sell it, because I love it and it likes me. 
It’s almost impossible to put a price on 
it. It’s like saying what if your wife 
worth?

In the beginning, did you know much 
about the workings of small business? 
No, and that’s kind of a nice story, too. 

I started in 1963 when I came to 
California, working at Continental Im- 
ports in Redondo Beach. They didn’t 
need a mechanic, but they had about 
30 or 40 used bikes out there that were 
just rotting in the shed. This was just a 
typical story of many dealerships. 
They didn’t have any time for anybody 
to fix these bikes. So I had been an 
automobile mechanic; I had my own 
body shop when I was 21; I could fix 
anything. So I grabbed these used 
bikes, and in the driveway I'd fix 
them. After about three weeks they 
gave me a stall in the shop. I'd fix 
them, and whatever it was, I could 
make things and repair the bike. And 
I could paint them, so I did. I could 
rebuild the motors, so I did. 

I became a regular mechanic and 
then service manager. The business 
was sold and I moved on to another 
dealership, setting up the service de- 
partment, and I was there for a year. 

I went to Ted Evans, then to 
Warren Wilson Honda in the Valley. 
And I was always the service manager, 
but at the same time I was also fixing 
up these used bikes. They were projects. 
I could fix the wrecks, especially if 
they were purchases, restore them, put 
them back in good shape, and the 
dealer could make a good profit, which 
meant that I was doing a good job for 
my boss and he was making a good 
profit off my labors. 

Finally, I went to Honda Torrance 
in 1967, started there as a mechanic 
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and shortly thereafter became the ser- 
vice manager. The place had three 
mechanics when I started; when I left, 
the service department had 13. 

Then I wanted to be a salesman, 
because those guys wore nice clothes

and had clean hands. So I worked in 
the sales department for two or three 
years, became sales manager and final- 
ly general manager. 

I realized that I was about as high as 
I could go in a place without owning 
it. So I figured: “Well, it’s time to go 
into business.” I was 29 or 30 at the 
time; that was in 1969. 

So I bought a lathe, a grinder, 
benches and all the things you need for 
a home workshop, and I started mak- 
ing exhaust pipes for Honda Fours. I 
made the first four-into-one, and for 


years everybody laughed and giggled . 


themselves crazy that the four-into-one 
was no good and wasn’t going to work. 
But, in fact, it did work. 


How did you make your first pipe? 
I took the stock exhaust pipe and cut 
the mufflers off, took the number one 
and number four pipes, cut them in 
the center and added two inches to 
them to make them longer. I then took 
the two and three pipes and put them 
on the outside cylinders. What this did 
was that it gave me the right bends so 
all I had to do was cut and weld the 
center pipes and then hand-form my 
own four-into-one collector. 

By 1970 I was having pipes bent for 
me 10 sets at a time. I had a friend 
who loaned me $5,000, and the first 
order I had was 25 sets of pipes bent 
and 25 collectors made. And I welded 
them all together. I had to put them 
on a bike, weld them together, take 
them off, finish welding them and just 
paint them black. I charged $75 a set. 

They started to sell and I started to 
get them all bent up and I guess the 
first big order was 50 exhaust pipes. I 
had to borrow money again for that. 
You must’ve almost passed out from 
that. 

When you see 50 exhaust pipes coming 
through the door, it's enough to scare 
you to death. And when you have only 
$3.85 in your pocket, and you don’t 
know if you were going to eat lunch 
that day or not, and you quit smoking 
because you can’t afford cigarettes, and 
your landlady is about to throw you 
out of this little rented shack you lived 


. in, ,. The, first two years I was in busi- 


ness, I was renting a house and I had 
three kids. The rent was always late. I 
don’t know what we ate. 

It was rough. It was so rough, I 
don’t think I'd ever want to do it 
again. But thank God I had the exper- 
ience, because now I appreciate every 
single thing that I have. 


I'd like to bring up the subject of 
Terry Vance and Byron Hines. It 
seemed that they were like your right 
and left arms to you, the way they 
were. What kind of relationship did 
you have with them? 

We had a very good relationship. I 
think that we were always very friendly.

Byron came to me right out of the 
Army and had never really worked on 
motorcycles, and neither had Terry. 
They came to me, both of them unex- 
perienced (sic), basically. Byron has 
the ability to learn anything quickly. 


Wasn’t he responsible for your 
Honda triple? 
No. I built the triple alone at the time 
he was building the double (a double- 
engined gas bike several years prior to 
the building of the Sorcerer). Byron 
wanted to build something that was a 
positive winner. So, he took the time to 
build his double-engine gas bike and I 
built the triple-engined fuel bike. 
When they were all finished, the 
double was a success almost instantly; 
but the triple was so much more 
complex... 


When Terry raced the Suzuki Pro 
Stock bike, and later the Top Fueler, 
was he responsible for R.C. Engineer- 
ing being involved with Suzuki’s Pro 
Stock and Top Fuel racing programs? 
There was never any contract or any- 
thing between R.C. Engineering and 
Suzuki. Everything that Terry did with 
Suzuki was personal. And that’s where 
it stayed. 

You didn’t think that there was any 
conflict of interest? 

Let's say I recognized about eight years 
ago when they started that someday 
“the kids,” as we called them, were 
going to go out and do their own 
thing. If they didn’t have enough of 
their own initiative, drive and gump- 
tion to be entrepreneurs themselves, 
they would not have been as valuable 
employees as they were. If they were 
just punching a clock and not caring 
for the company or for themselves, 
they would never have gotten to the 
position that they were within this

You know that when a baby is born, 
someday that child will grow up and 
get married and leave home. 

But when that time comes, doesn’t it 
still turn out to be a surprise? 

No, no. I realized for the last year that 
they were getting so involved with the 
Suzuki program, that Suzuki was re- 
quiring and demanding so much of 
their time for press conferences and 
test sessions and whatever, that Suzuki 
was smart enough to know that they 
wanted sole sponsorship of the bikes.

Since you depended a lot on Byron 
for his services as a mechanic and 
machinist, weren’t all the demands 
placed upon him ultimately hurting 
your own racing efforts? 

Of course. Last year, Terry worked as 
much or more for Suzuki than he did 
for me. But what is a father to say? 
No, I'm not meaning it that way — 
but what can you do, except to say, 
“you're fired.” I could have, and most 
employers might have, but I owed it to 
Terry and Byron to let them do their 
own thing. 

When the day they left came, or in 
the days before that, was there any 
kind of —whether through person- 
ality or circumstance — tension 
amongst you? Was it a peaceful part- 
ing of the ways? 

Oh, very peaceful. It was very peaceful, 
because I knew it was coming. If they 
had just walked in and said, “I quit. 
Good-bye,” I would have said, “What's 
the deal?” But, in the last year or so, 
many of Terry's responsibilities as gen- 
eral manager had been taken over by 
other people, including myself. Terry 
would leave for a race on Thursday, 
do a press conference on Friday, race 
Saturday and Sunday, come home 
Monday and come back to work Tues- 
day. And in some cases he'd work 
Tuesday and Wednesday, there'd be 
pictures with Suzuki Thursday and (he 
would) go to a race on Friday. 

Terry was gone a lot. He did an ex- 
cellent job for being gone as much as 
he was. I don’t know how sometimes 
he handled it, and sometimes trying to 
handle 40 employees, the shop, pur- 
chasing products, and the other things 
he did and still race and do everything 
for Suzuki is beyond me. The kid 
really got his act together. But, as I 
said, many of those responsibilities 
had been taken over by other people. 

Byron had not built motors or done 
any customer machine work in the last 
two years. He was working almost ex- 
clusively on Terry's two bikes, or my 
double, or going to the races, or de- 
veloping new products. But most of 
the time, Byron was a race mechanic 
and tuner. He was so good at it that I 
couldn’t see my way clear to tell him to 
don't do this and build cylinders for 
customers. Byron was too valuable for 
that. 

Byron was always doing what was 
the most important job to be done at 
the time. He has a very strict sense of 
values of what is important and what is

The Can-Am of Bob Kline 
capped the 250cc Pro class with a 
3-1 ride during Friday night mo- 
tocross with American Moto- 
cross Enterprises at Indian Dunes.

for a mistake. On lap nine, Turner 
bailed off his scoot, twisting his wrist 
so badly he withdrew from the com- 
petition.

Torrance Cycle Works hot-shoe

Hardick, the defending 
250cc champ at Speedway 117 for the 
Past two years, appears to really have 
some competition this year as he bare- 
ly held off wild-charging Tripes for 
second. 

The race between Hardick and 
Tripes resulted in both riders closing 
on Chaffee, with the finish a near 
blanket affair. 

In the Intermediate classes, the 250s 
and 500s featured come-from-behind 
tie-breaker finishes by Ron Lounsbury 
and Peter Berg, respectively. New In- 
termediate Jon Faure once again 
grabbed the 125s, although not without 
a fight, as Kurt Fryling and Bob Beards- 
ley ran very tight in both motos.

The 500cc Juniors are once again 
healthy at Speedway 117, as Bob

LaPorte, Rhyan

Pearson swoops 
Boise Regional TT

BOISE, ID, APR. 20 

The AMA's Professional “Rolling 
Thunder” show comes to Idaho's 
capitol city once a year in the 
form of the season’s opening TT 
event, the Boise Spring Opener. Billed 
by the host Owyhee M.C. as the 26th 
Annual North West Regional TT, they 
were blessed with plenty of fine weather 
(which is not always the case this time 
of the year), a track that held up and 
the first back-to-back year winner since 
the era of the Northwest's own Mark 
Williams. 

For the first time since the three-day 
race weekend’s inception, the club de- 
cided to hold Sportsman races on the 
big TT course. Question was whether 
the track would hold up for Sunday’s 
Pro assault but they needn't have 
worried. Over 3000 gallons of oil had 
been used in preparation with plenty 
of careful packing and the resulting 
dust-free surface was claimed by many 
to be the best in years. No simple feat 
in itself, as this half-mile track drops 
some 200 feet in elevation from turn 
one down through the right-hand dog- 
leg to the big, banked left-hand sweeper 
that leads to the uphill front straight. 
Its that climb that tells who burned 
the midnight oil in search of that little 
extra horsepower. 

Novice action started like a dog 
fight, riders making their way through 
heats and semis, trying for their 
chance in the money-paying main. 
Seattle’s pride, Mark Rooks on the 
Roger Stanley/Burien Honda took the 
holeshot and appeared to be a sure 
winner as he put distance between him- 
self and the pack. Starting in midfield, 
Trophy Dash winner Jeff Johnson 
(Yam) finally broke free and gave 
chase, closing the tremendous gap and 
making his pass as they began lap 
eight. Rooks repassed coming onto the 
long. uphill. straight but lap nine saw 





the Rialto, CA Johnson again lead, 
this time not to be headed again. B. 
Scott (Yam) and T. Walton (Yam) 
finished third and fourth respectively 
while crowd favorite and local hero 
Jerry Moore (Kaw) copped fifth. 

In the Junior division, the singles 
stole the show. Not all were four-stroke 
or 500cc, though, as Ron Yamamoto 
on the Rob Muzzy 465cc two-stroke 
Yamaha had fast time and fast heat. 

Meanwhile the Trophy Dash winner, 
San Jose’s Jim Filice (Yam), won the 
drag race to turn one but it was one 
Richard Arnaiz (Yam) who led out, 
never to relinquish his lead. Lap after 
lap, Filice would reel in the Stockton 
rider a bit in the dogleg only to lose it 
again on the big half-mile bottom cor- 
ner and front straight. B. Barkman 
(Hon) followed the pair home in third. 

For the second time in less than 12 
months, Scott Pearson aboard the 
Circle Bell Enterprises/Megacyle Cams/ 
Boss Frames 750cc Yamaha ran off 
with the Expert 20-lap main event. 
And did it with ease. The Harry Lillie- 
built Yamaha was the only Japanese 
twin in the main and seemingly the only 
one with the right horsepower/traction 
combination. 

Time trials saw the Norton of Darrell 
Hendrickson of Federal Way, WA, top 
the field followed by Pearson, Don 
Dodge (Tri), Gary Davis (Tri), Mickey 
Fay (Hon) and Steve Eklund (Yam). 
Hendrickson grabbed the lead at the 
start of heat one but thé red flag came 
out one lap later. Restarted, he lay 
fifth, moved up to fourth, then third 
and a direct transfer into the final 
courtesy of leader D. Brown (Tri) who 
did away with himself in turn one. 
Davis went on for the win. 

Pearson won heat two easily, while 
third heat winner Dodge had a 
tougher time. B. Johnston (Tri) led, 
chased by Dodge and Eklund, and 
looked to have a sure ticket to the 
main. Suddenly Johnston threw it away 
in the dogleg and Dodge inherited the 
lead with National Number One hound- 
ing his rear fender. Eklund poked and 
prodded to no avail and the laps ran 
out but not before Dodge had expended 
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his day's energy. It sorely told in the 
main. 

The Expert Trophy Dash was a 
farce. Restarted once, it should have 
been twice or enough times until it was 
fair. Pearson blasted off to circulate 
more or less by himself, Hendrickson 
merely following, while Dodge gave it 
up to save himself for the main, 
knowing he’d been had. 

At the green for the 20-lap Expert 
go, it was all Pearson. He charged into 
the lead and went about suggesting 
that he may be the real Jay Springsteen, 
collecting every single penny of the lap 
money. Davis hung close for a while 
followed by Dodge, Haney, Randy 
Scott (Tri), Hendrickson, Mike Sullivan 
(Tri) and Fay. But as the laps wore on, 
so did Dodge and slowly he faded to 
the rear. Greg Johnston (Hon) crashed 
and Fay began looking questiongly at 
his Honda. About the only action was 
with Eklund as he slowly came forward 
through the pack, ending up fifth. Fay 
retired on lap 17. Davis maintained 
pace for his second place while Jeff 
Haney was third and Scott, who earlier 
in the day had destroyed his brand 
new race engine, finished fourth.

saw heavy-duty racing at River- 
front Park in Marysville. Satur- 
day was the second round of the 


AMA Western Regional Motocross 
Championship/Hi-Point Series and the 
turnout was excellent. The perfect 
weather can claim some of the credit 
but riders always head for Marysville 
confident that every effort will be 
made by the promoter, Charlie Sex- 
ton, to assure the best possible track 
conditions. That confidence was am- 
ply repaid this weekend. 


Pro day ran a straight schedule with 
some Old Timers and Vets interspered 
to give a little rest to riders doubling 
up in classes. In the first moto of the 
125s, Dave Coupe (Suz) holeshot and 
led until the final lap. Scott 
Burnworth (Suz) was second off the 
line followed by Dana Waxham 
(Yam). Coupe pulled out ahead while 
Burnworth and Waxham_boogied 
wheel to wheel in heaving dicing for 
four laps. By lap eight Burnworth 
moved up close behind Coupe, ready 
to make a move if possible. 

Donnie Cantaloupi (Yam) was back 
a bit in third but was finally losing his 
shadow, Phil Larson (Yam). Inter- 
ference from some lapped traffic gave 
Coupe a few moments respite from 
Burnworth’s charge behind but it 
helped Cantaloupi get into striking 
distance as well. Burnworth came out 
of the back section in the lead for the 
last lap and Cantaloupi passed Coupe 
into second. Cantaloupi came around 
the winner to Coupe’s second, however. 
Burnworth came across fifth with mud 
all over one side of his bike and body. 
Larson was third and Jon Nelson 
fourth. 

In the second moto, Burnworth, 
Waxham, Coupe and Cantaloupi led 
around the first turn. Soon, Larson 
joined them and it was five riders out 
front, all at it for first place. Waxham 
was really flying and took over the lead 
for three and a half laps before pulling 
off with mechanical problems. 


The lead then went to Cantaloupi 
who rode on to cross the finish many 
seconds ahead of the only other of 
those original five leaders still bidding 
for a top spot. Burnworth crashed 
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during the third lap and remounted 
dead last but still eager to compete. 

He had his work cut out for him and 
was up to ninth place by the finish. 

Coupe remained in the fray for only 
half the race and then began dropping 
seriously behind to finish back in 12th. 

Larson diligently took care of busi- 
ness and came across for second to 
Mike Tripes’ (Suz) third. 

In moto one of the Open class, Jerome 
Heiberger (Yam) had the holeshot, 
Allen Berluti (Mai) was second, Dave 
Gerig (Hus) third and Dean Wiggins 
(Mai) fourth. By the second lap 
Berlutti was leading, Eric McKenna 
(Mai) was in second, Wiggins had 
pulled off to replace his thrown chain 
and Dan Turner (Mai) was being 
helped into the pits with what 
appeared to be a dislocated shoulder. 


On lap five Heiberger, who was a 
couple of laps down having spent some 
time on the sidelines, reentered the 
race behind Gerig. During the sixth 
lap, Berluti had to give up the battle 
for position and just nurse his ailing 
motorcycle to the checkered flag. Phil 
Oveland and Randy Losh had fought 
for third place, but Alan Smith saved 
enough strength to move by both of 
them toward the end of the race and 
cross the finish line only a fraction 
behind Gerig. McKenna was still out 
there in first place. 

The second Open moto was another 
mixed bag. Heiberger again had the 
holeshot and led for three laps before 
crashing and dropping back to fifth. 
McKenna joined the race after 
everyone else had already been around 
for three laps. He came in at the head 
of the action, his chief competition 
being Berluti who had just gotten back 
in himself two laps down. 

Randy Losh was in the lead and 
joined the wild duo in a gleeful romp 
which took them far ahead of everyone 
else. Losh was the only one of them in 
it for the money so McKenna and 
Berluti dropped back out of the way to 
play. Barring major trouble, Losh 
seemed a certain winner by the 
halfway point. His only serious 
competition was Jim Turner (Hus) 
whose strong bid in second had come 
to a sputtering end on the seventh lap. 
He pushed it back to the pits. 

Heiberger, back to fifth in an earlier 
lap, made a great recovery and was up 
to the second spot with four laps to go 
which was plenty of time for second 
but not enough to catch Losh. Alan 
Smith again was in for third. 

On Sunday morning it again was 
125s that began the action. With forty 
Experts coming off the line in the first 
moto, the first-turn crash which 
helped space them out a bit could 
almost be viewed as a blessing. No 
crash would have been a miracle. Dave 
Coupe, who was clear down under his 
bike, and Donnie Cantaloupi, who was 
forced off the track, were among the 
casualties, 

Mark Zeissler (Suz) had the holeshot 
but Spoof Pena (Suz) took over the 
lead almost immediately. Mike Beier 
(Yam) held his own with the leaders 
for several laps, but by the third lap 
Cantaloupi moved into the lead and 
Scott Rebuck (Suz) climbed up right 
behind him. Coupe came around 16th 
at the end of the first lap, but in the 
end he was into second place behind 
Cantaloupi and Rebuck was third. 

The second moto featured another 
first-turn crash, but this time Coupe 
and Cantaloupi both avoided it and 
held the first and second places 
throughout. Jeff Watts was up to third 
by the checkered flag. 

When the 250cc Experts came out it 
was Jimmy Ellis who was first at the

If there had 
been no On Any Sunday (1), a review 
might have consisted of a simple “great 
documentary” comment. 

But that’s not the case. 

It’s easy to compare the changes in 
professional motorcycle racing itself to 
the changes from OAS to OAS, IT. Just 
as motorcycle racing has become more 
polished, more sophisticated, so has 
the new movie. While OAS took three 
motorcycling folk heroes: Malcolm 
Smith, Mert Lawwill and Steve Mc 
Queen, and used their appearances in 
the show to hold it all together, OAS, 
II chose to follow World Champions: 
Kenny Roberts, Bernie Schreiber and 
Bruce Penhall, and our man on the 
World Championship MX circuit, 
Brad Lackey. 

The feeling from OAS was that the 
viewer had found friends in the down- 
home world of motorcycling. In OAS, 
II, we are brought closer to the cham- 
pions, we get to talk to them, but some- 
how we're not brought as close to them. 
We remain spectators. 

Perhaps that’s because OAS, II is a 
documentary film and because that’s 
the way professional motorcycle racing 
is today. We are greeted by riders who 
have learned how to deal with people 
— and movie cameras — on a profes- 
sional level. TV talk show conversations 
instead of the honest, open expression 
of feelings. A bit of acting, or trying to 
act, normal before the camera. 

Racing action is superb. Roberts 
and Sheene road racing in Europe. 
Roger DeCoster riding in what was to 
have been his last GP on Belgian soil at 
The Citadel. Bernie Schreiber 
performing absolute feats of magic on 
his Bultaco trials mount. Wheelie King 
Doug Domokos wending his way 
through the streets of New Orleans. 
Bruce Penhall performing the art of 
speedway with World Class finesse. 
Beautiful, utterly beautiful. 

On Any Sunday, II makes you 
proud to be a motorcyclist. 

Motorcycle racing, circa 1980, is 
shown in total. Winning, when Roberts 
totally dominates the European circus 
on track and in negotiations with pro- 
moters. Losing, the final scene, when 
Brad Lackey knows he'll have to try 
again next season to win what he wants 
most: the 500cc World Championship 
MX title. 

Funny thing: Cycle News staffers 
and friends attended the show in 
groups of two and three. We didn’t 
discuss the movie all together after see- 
ing it but in every case, the groups of 
two or three discussed the film on the 
hour-long ride home. We discovered 
the next day at work that we all had 
the same reaction: We'd expected to 
be completely knocked out by the 
movie, and we weren't. And we couldn't 
really figure out why. Couldn't put a 
finger on any one reason. 

On the other hand, one of us took a 
non-motorcycling girlfriend. And she 
gave the movie rave reviews. 

Maybe for her, for the general pub- 
lic, OAS, IT delivers motorcycle racing 
in perfectly palatable portions. 

We gluttons left the table still hun- 
gry for more.

(Yam) and Ray Freitas (Suz). By the 
time the first lap was finished Vohland 
was in front and Freitas had dropped 
back into the pack of Novices who fol- 
lowed in a stagger start off the line. 
Vohland held the lead all the way to 
the checkers with Tim Aston (Yam) a 
close second, Moore dropped back into 
fourth position, which was second for 
the Intermediates behind Keith Fox 
(Yam), the first Intermediate. Of the 
Novices, Mark Lewis (Suz) led through 
the hole and then traded with Chris 
Heyman (Yam) who was right behind.

Second 
place went to Holmes who took it past 
Cunningham. Pete Langley (Suz) was 
a solid fourth after successfully chal- 
lenging Mike Preston (again Suzuki 
mounted) for the spot. 

Cantaloupi rode in front from first 
to last in the second moto. Holmes held 
down the second spot ahead of Preston 
for half the way but Preston finished 
the moto in second and scored second 
oveall. Arnold Plant (Hon) stayed be- 
hind Preston to finish third. It was Mike 
Beier (Yam) who was on the move dur- 
ing the last couple of laps, rallying 
from eighth place in the early part of 
the race. Beier got past Cunningham, 
Yarbrough, Langley and Holmes to 
finish fourth. 

A big pileup of 250cc Juniors put 
Nick Bishop (Mai), Wayne Reedy (Suz), 
Scott Perry (Yam), Gregg Leopold 
(Kaw) and Jerry Gordon (Hon) at the 
wrong end of the race at the start of 
the first moto. Gary Plaatje (Hon), 
Greg Bonovick (Yam), Neal Nelson 
(Yam) and Darryl Anthony (Yam) 
avoided it by being in front of it. Nel- 
son took the lead for two laps but 
Plaatje went on to win, Anthony was 
second and Bonovich third. Bonovich 
led the second moto from start to fin- 
ish. Chuck Beck (Yam) was second, 
Perry third and Plaatje fourth. The 
overalls went to Bonovich, Plaatje and 
Beck. 

In the first moto of the 250cc Ex- 
perts, Cantaloupi had the holeshot with 
Wood close in second. Turner was 
back in eighth but not for long. By the 
end of lap one the heavy dicing was be- 
tween Wood and Turner for second 
place. Turner got by on lap four and 
set off in pursuit of Cantaloupi. Lapped 
riders provided a screen to work through 
and though Turner put a bit of track 
between himself and Wood, he was 
unable to close up any of it that sepa- 
rated him from Cantaloupi.

Among the 
125cc Experts, Mike Darby (Yam) 
boogied to second overall with Robbie 
Hadlock (Yam) right behind in the 
first moto. Hadlock didn’t start the 
second moto so Darby cruised in third 
for a while, then slacked off a bit on 
his last lap to still get the class win. 

Of the 12 Open and 250cc Amateurs 
starting, only five survived the Zephyr 
to finish. No Open bikes made it while 
Jay Heying (Hon) and Kevin Traux 
(Yam) swapped first and second 250 
back and forth. Heying's 2-1 was good 
for the win. Two 125cc Amateur riders, 
Yamaha pilots Ty Erquiga and Ricky 
DeCarlo, also swapped first and 
second places with the win going to 
Erquiaga. 

Open and 250cc Novices ran togeth- 
er, too. Local ace Eric Schacht rode 
his new 450cc Megaform from a third 
place start to the win in the first moto.

Joel 
Klath (Yam) carded a 1-2 for the 80cc 
Novice win. 


The best show of the day was the 
combined OT/Vet race. Veteran Ex- 
perts Redgie Mull (Mai) and John 
Burrows (Hus) are long time arch rivals 
and both are very fast. They rode both 
motos neck-and-neck in hand-to-hand 
combat. Burrows squeezed out the 
first moto win and Mull returned the 
favor in the second moto to take the 
overall.

not. I never asked Byron anything that 
was not important, even my own bike 
if there was nothing I could do — and 
there was nothing that I couldn’t do on 
it. But Byron could do it better, be- 
cause he had more patience than I did. 
Considering your own talents and re- 
putation, Russ, then considering 
where Terry and Byron began and 
where they have gone, and what they 
have become as one of the most re- 
spected Pro Stock and Top Fuel drag 
bike racing teams around, were 
there, at any time, any ego problems? 
Well, all racers have ego problems. If 
they didn't, they wouldn’t be racers. 
Was there any clashes of ego? 

No. Terry and I never had any clashes. 
We'd have good debates on business. 
We would discuss everything very logi- 
cally, and we would argue like crazy 
on products, manufacturing tech- 
niques or whatever, but never about 
egos. 





“The first two years I 
was in business, I was 
renting a house and I 
had three kids. The 
rent was always late. 
I don’t know what we 
ate.” 





Terry knows who he is, and I know 

who I am. Byron definitely knows who 
he is. So, I think if you have that kind 
of situation, there is no clash. We 
were never competing for attention 
with each other; we'd only be compet- 
ing as a group. And the same goes for 
Teson and Bernard. Y'know, it was 
Teson and Bernard, Vance and Hines, 
Russ Collins and R.C. Engineering. 
We'd always work together as a group. 
We always had a good time, always. 
Do you miss them? 
Of course! Like kids! Terry and Bryon 
had been around forever. I miss my 
ex-wife sometimes, you know, but it’s 
something that you have to live with. 
You grow up and you advance. 

When Terry and Byron left, they 
were Number Two last year. So what I 
did, in order to fill the gap, I went out 
and I solicited the aid of the Number 
One (Pro Stock) racer in the country: 
Bob Carpenter. And Bob, if you look 
at it, has done a fantastic job. For the 
last four years, I think, he’s been 
Number Two behind Terry in points 
standings. But Terry had R.C. Engi- 
neering behind him, Suzuki and Kawa- 
saki, and lot of major help. And Bob 
Carpenter was building his engines, 
tuning them, building a whole bike, 
and then riding them — a one-man 
show out of his garage when he started 
— and doing very well. He did well 
enough last year to win and be National 
Number One for 1980. I figured if 
Bob could do all of that with no major 
support or help, then, if he had the 
same opportunities to grow and learn 
that Terry and Byron had, he could go 
a long way. 


What’s Bob going to do at R.C.? 
He'll do new product development, 
racing engines, cylinder heads, and 
race. 
What kind of racing arrangements 
are there for him? Will he retain his 
relationship with Kawasaki? 
That's kind of up in the air. He has a 
verbal contract with Kawasaki to ride 
at the first race, which is the NHRA 
Gatornationals in Gainsville (Florida). 
Bob is exceptionally good with Kawa- 
sakis, and it would behoove him to stay 
with. Kawasaki. But Suzuki is also 








interested; they have arranged for Bob 
to try a GS1100. If he can make the 
GS1100 run as good, with its weight 
break, as he can the Kawasaki — or 
better — then he might ride the Suzuki. 
But, at this date, we're not sure. 

But doesn’t Suzuki have a lot of stock 
already invested in Terry and Byron? 
Of course. They have all their stock in 
Terry and Byron. And if they have all 
their stock in Terry and Byron, and 
they win — and they're expected to 
win — but, then, they have their stock 
in Bob Carpenter, then, hmmm, that's 
funny. Why should Bob Carpenter ride 
for Suzuki with the Number One plate 
on it when Suzuki is Number Two in 
1980? 

I don’t care! Bob will ride whatever 
he feels he can win with. And Suzuki's 
smart enough to know that since Bob 
is Number One this year, it would be 
good business for them to have a Num- 
ber One on their bike. 

But that’s like having Number One 
by default. 

That's right. 

What about Vicki Farr? 

I've been impressed with Vicki for a 
couple of years, and I made some sug- 
gestions in-house as to why we don’t do 
something with her. But we just never 
got together, because I never got 
100% cooperation in-house for an- 
other racer. Anyway, Terry left and 
I figured that this would be a good op- 
portunity to help Vicki and Marshall 
(Farr’s husband) and to help R.C. En- 
gineering. 

She was number six in points last 
year (in the Pro Stock class). They're 
racing out of a little shop and without 
any major sponsorship, either, and 
they're doing very well. Vicki presents 
herself very well: She's very quiet, re- 
served, polite. A perfect lady — until 
she gets on a motorcycle. 

What will Vicki be doing here? 
Vicki's not going to move here. R.C.'s 
going to sponsor her. 

Now that Terry and Byron are on 
their own, are you going to continue 
racing in the Top Fuel class? 

Sure. 

Will you have any different feelings 
about Terry when you are on the 
line together, but this time on oppos- 
ing teams? 

It doesn’t bother me a bit. Why should 
it? It’s only a race. 


Over the past 10 years, of all the fac- 
tories that you’ve made performance 
parts for their bikes, you have had 
the closest relationship with Honda. 
You might say that. We never had any 
real relationship. I was never a factory 
rider or sponsored by Honda. After I 
crashed, they did help me out a little 
with the double. They gave me some 
engines and enough money to get the 
bike painted and get the metwalwork 
done. 

Honda has never been actively in- 
volved in drag racing. Why? I don’t 
know; but I guess they don’t want any 
sort of performance image. You meet 
the nicest people on a Honda. Not the 
fastest, but the nicest. You could meet 
the fastest, but, as I said, every factory 
has a multimillion dollar advertising 
budget. And a year or two years in ad- 
vance they plan exactly what method 
of advertising they're going to do, 
what ideas they're trying to get across 
to the market, what image they want 
the company to have. And the perfor- 
mance image has been one that Honda 
has never wanted. 

Besides racing in the U.S., you have 
raced in other parts of the world, 
haven’t you? 

Well, really Cariada and France. 

Six or seven years ago we established 
a Canadian distributor, Adams Racing. 
And Bill (Adams) had a double-engine 
gas bike that was being built for him 
and was brought to me for final as- 
sembly, tuning and proving. So we fin- 
ished the bike up; I rode it and set a 





national record with it and won races. ` 


We used to build bikes in those days 
under the guarantee that national 
records were for sale: “We'll build the 
bike, I'll ride it, get a national record, 
and then deliver the bike to you.”

How did you end up racing in France? 
I went to race in conjunction with a 
Formula 750 race at Paul Ricard last 
year, and they wanted something to 
fill in the dead spots in the race. So 
they brought me over there. 

That was with the Sorcerer, right? 
Yeah. We were doing some 1500-foot 
burn-outs down the straightaway and 
just completely smoked not only the 
tire, but the fans. 

The first run I did I guess was about 
eight o'clock on Saturday night, and it 
was just getting dark. Flames were 
coming out of the exhaust pipes; they 
thought the bike was on fire, so they 
brought out the fire extinguishers. 
When I hit the throttle, I did a little 
short, choppy burn-out, went about 50 
feet, and the smoke just completely en- 
gulfed the staging area. Everybody 
thought that the bike was on fire again! 
Anyway, when I made my-run, I just 
backed up and put the thing in low 
gear, turned the throttle on, and 
smoked the tire for more than a quarter 
of a mile. 

And the fans were so impressed, they 
came out of the stands, climbed the 
fence, jumped over the guard rail, and 
ran for half a mile down to where I 
had stopped. I turned around, looked 
back at the race track, and it was 
covered with wall-to-wall people. There 
must've been 30 thousand people run- 
ning at me. They got to me before the 
tow truck, fire truck and safety crew 
got there, It was unbelievable. 


They just completely mobbed us 
and it took us almost an hour to get 
back to the pit area. They were touch- 
ing and grabbing, they were laying 
down on the race track and rolling 
around on the rubber mark I had laid 
down. They were completely berserk! 

So, the next day, I did another burn- 
out just before the start of the race. 
And they assured me that the fans 
would stay up in the stands, there would 
be no commotion and no problems be- 
cause they had already seen it. There 
were many police, presidential guard 
and track security people. So I said OK. 

I did it again; and this time there 
must’ve been 40 thousand people com- 
ing out of the stands. And it took them 
about an hour and a half to get the 
race track back in shape...Completely 
smothered them up! It was the neatest 
thing I had ever seen in my whole life. 
I was signing autographs two days 
straight; I had writer’s cramp. 
Comparatively speaking, then, what 
would you consider to be the high- 
light of your career? The exhibition 
at Paul Ricard last year? Going 
199.95 mph in 1978 at Ontario? 

Oh, I don’t know. There’s been a lot of 
highlights. Being the first motorcycle 
in the seven second bracket was a big 
deal to me. 

When was that? 

It must've been 1974. I was the first 
one to go into the sevens and had the 
ET record for two or three years. Then 
I lost it to my own teammate, Jim Ber- 
nard, in '77. He went 7.65 and I went 
185, so I lost the ET record, but got 
the mile-an-hour record. 








I won the “best engineered vehicle” 
award from the NHRA in ’74, and 
that was the first time in the 25 year 
history of the NHRA that they ever 
gave it to a motorcycle. Then I got it 
again in '77 (for designing and build- 
ing the twin-engine, supercharged, in- 
jected, Sorcerer Top Fuel bike). So 
now I was the first one to receive it 
twice for two different vehicles, and 
that was the year I went 187. And that 
record stood for a year until I went 199. 
That record is going to stand, with 
current motorcycle technology, for 
about four years, unless I break it 
myself. 


Are you working on something to do 
just that? 

Yes. I intend to go 200 mph this year. 
And when I do — and zf I do — I will 
gladly retire. But, until one of the kids 
breaks the old man’s existing record, 
I’m not going to retire. I’m not going 
to race actively, like the kids, and go to 
every single National; I will race this 
year at a few selected tracks that are 
good enough for the double to perform 
well at 200 mph. And I'm sure that 
when I go 200, then the bike’s popular- 
ity and demand as an exhibition bike 
will be greater, and I will be talked 
into running it at other tracks around 
the country or England. We are cur- 
rently thinking about going to England 
for the Earl's Court (motorcycle indus- 
try trade) show and race the week after 
in late September. 


Do you ever hope to see the same 
crowd reaction here in the U.S., like 
they were at Paul Ricard? 

No, never. I don’t think anyone in the 
world — especially England; the Eng- 
lish people are very enthusiastic about 
racing —‘I don’t think anyone in the 
United States will see a crowd that was 
as enthusiastic as I did at Paul Ricard. 
That’s the French way. Americans are 
more reserved. They're used to seeing 
Don Gartlits, Shirley Muldowney, and 
God knows what else. 

What do you think of the future of 
drag biking will be in the next 10 or 
20 years?

. For me that’s a little far off. But drag 
racing in the last five years has grown 
by leaps and bounds because of factory 
support, because of better organiza- 
tional standards and sanctioning bodies. 
The NMRA — a division of the 
NHRA — has probably made the big- 
gest strides in the last year or so. This 
year they will have motorcycles run- 
ning at four of the NHRA’s Grand 
National Championship races, and 
they're going to have all the cars, too. 
They have TV slots: Suzuki is sponsor- 
ing TV spots for all those races. 

As new cars become less performance 
oriented, there are less people out 
there who can be backyard racers, 
tuners or mechanics and take their 
cars to the strip and have fun. So 
they're turning to motorcycles. You 
don’t have to spend 12 or 14 thousand 
dollars for a motor if you own a motor- 
cycle; you can do it for a thousand. So, 
just with inflation and the price of gas 
and everything else that’s happening 
in this country, motorcycles are look- 
ing straight up. ® 
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Dawes tops at Red 
River "Baby 
Monster” hillclimb

MUENSTER, TX, APR. 13 

The climbers were disappointed 
today because they were not able 
to ride the new Red River Mon- 
ster. Bad weather on Saturday 
prevented the Texas Hillclimbers from 
doing the final grooming of the hill 
and after trying hard Sunday morn- 
ing, it was decided to run on an easier 
hill that had been cut for play and the 
small bikes. A few of the riders fussed 
about the change but they soon found 
out that the 150-foot hill was not quite 
the piece of cake they expected. 

There was a small jump about 80 
feet up that proved to be the undoing 
of several chains. Steve Hopkins from 
Kansas undoubtably jumped the high- 
est on his 500cc Honda. The only 
trouble was when he landed, the swing- 
arm bent and that was the end of it. 

Corky Dawes and his 360cc Yamaha 
had a once-in-a-lifetime run on his first 
trip. He rode a wheelie almost all the 
way up the hill and had a near perfect 
ride. When the clock was read, he had 
topped the hill in 4.85 seconds. He did 
not make it over again; thrown chains, 
petcocks left turned off and other 
assorted problems that descend on hill- 
climbers from time to time hit him 
with a vengeance. 

Harold Van Hoy from Maryland, 
1978 370cc champion, was visiting in 
Texas and came to try his luck against 
the Texans. He only took one ride to 
sew up second in the 250cc class with 
his Bultaco. Steve Hopkins’ time of 
5.21 seconds on a Kawasaki inched 
Van Hoy’'s 5.29-second ride to second. 

In the 370cc class, Van Hoy was 
geared too high on his first ride and 
had to try again. He did much better 
going from a 7.47-second ride to 5.21 
seconds. This gave him third behind 
Dawes and Will Alford who went over 
in 5.07 seconds on his backup bike. 

After a disasterous day at the last 
climb, Henry Polley got it all together 
at this one and went home with three 
firsts. In the 500cc class, he wrapped 
the win up on his first ride with a time 
of 5.02 seconds on his Yamaha. He 
then went up the hill in 5.32 seconds 
on his Triumph in the 750cc class. To 
wrap the day up right, he rode his 
Yamaha in the Exhibition class. His 
first try was good enough for second 
but that didn’t satisfy him. On his 
second try, he screwed it on and hit the 
top in 5.16 seconds for the win. 

Some of the riders still wanted to try 
the Monster so the club set up two 
classes, 0-250 and 251-Open, that 
would be 100% pay-back of their entry 
to the one who went the highest. Steve 
Hopkins took home the money in the 
lightweight class and Corky Dawes 
captured the Open class. Some of the 
riders took a couple of extra tries. 
Henry Polley and his 500cc Yamaha 
showed them how to do it when they 
surprised most people by going over.

to bring to your attention: 

1. What progress has been made in 
setting up a meeting to work out 
the problems preventing the is- 
surance of a permit for a B-to-V 











event? It is most important that 
this occur soonest; an early date 
will allow the time necessary for 
the give and take involved in any 
compromises. To delay will only 
cause a hardening of positions and 
another confrontation situation in 
November. 

. Has a permit application been re- 
ceived from AMA District 37 for a 
Barstow to Vegas event? If so, 
where is it in the permit process? 
What progress has been made? 

. The AMA bulletin Desert Watch 
states that early this year a series 
of meetings took place concern- 
ing the B-to-V and Check Chase. 
What was the scope and outcome 
of these meetings? 

. In reading the Federal Land 
Policy and Management Act of 
1976, I note that Section 503 
states, in relation to right-of-way 
corridors, that the Bureau, through 
the Secretary, has the right to 
grant “additional rights-of-way or 
permits for compatable uses on or 
adjacent to rights-of-way granted 
pursuant to this Act.” Why haven't 
these rights-of-way been made 
available? What is being done to 
correct this? I understand that a 
right-of-way for a new utility cor- 
ridor, which follows the general 
course of the old B-to-Vrace course, 
has been granted. Will a route on 
or adjacent to this right-of-way be 
made available for a B-to-V event? 
As the above would seem to be in- 
dependent of the CDA plan, I 
would think that implementation, 
under existing law, could be im- 
mediate. I would appreciate hear- 
ing your views. 

. I would appreciate being placed on 
your mailing list for all informa- 
tion concerning land use in Cali- 
fornia and/or the CDCA.

Quality, not quantity 


American Motocross Enterprises wish- 
es to clarify a few things regarding our 
1980 National Minicycle program. Ap- 
parently some folks have misunderstood 
it, and are characterizing the nine re- 
gional races of the Honda/AME Ameri- 
can Minicycle Championship Series as 
“qualifying” races. 

They do indeed qualify a rider to 
enter the finals at Lake Whitney, TX 
on Aug. 1-2-3, but each of the nine is a 
championship event, with giant four 
foot trophies that you wouldn't find at 
a “qualifier.” At least two Hondas will 
be given away at each race, and a lot 
of other prizes. 

In a “qualifying” system, a rider 
must ride several expensive races and 
may come home from all of them and 
the finals with nothing to show for the 
investment. It isn’t the purpose of this 
program to squeeze a lot of bucks out 
of kids and their parents for the doubt- 
ful “privilege” of qualifying. The win- 
ners at the AME races will go home 
with titles, and can come to the finals 
if they wish. 

The costs of racing have gotten so 
high that people deserve something 
more for their money, quality first; not 
quantity in order to make promotions 
rich. We'd rather see riders use their 
gas on the track instead of driving all 
over the place to qualify. Between that 
and entry fees, riders could save enough 
to buy a new motorcycle — we hope 
it's a Honda. 

Anyone interested in seeing how a 
minicycle race should be run is invited 
to come out to Indian Dunes May 10- 
11 for the first event of the series, the 
Western Championship. It’s going to 
be a great weekend.

Bell, Howerton stow Silve

PONTIAC, MI, APR. 26-27 


Team Yamaha’s Mike Bell held off Team Su- 
zuki’s Kent Howerton by mere feet in Saturday's 
main event, but on Sunday it was Howerton’s 
turn to taste victory champagne after a last 


corner pass over teammate Mark 
Barnett as Supercross racing re- 
sumed — after a six week lull — 
in the Pontiac Silverdome. Bell 


retained his series points lead, and 
Howerton bettered his position from 
third to a tie with Honda’s Chuck Sun 
for second. 

Team Suzuki left their usual Super- 
cross bikes at home and brought ma- 
chines set up for National Series com- 
petition. The stadium bikes had a 
shorter wheelbase and less suspension 
than the National mounts. 

“We weren't getting the starts and 
on rougher tracks the bikes weren't 
handling that well,” Howerton said 
before Saturday's qualifiers. 

Donnie Hansen of Team Honda 
brought both water and air-cooled Pro- 
Link suspended bikes and opted for 
the water-cooled version. He was the 
only rider of the weekend to use un- 
conventional cooling. 

The two day event didn’t go off with- 
out complications. Tempers flared 
when Suzuki Team Manager Mark 
Blackwell brought to point alleged 
blocking of Howerton in Saturday's 
final by Yamaha team riders Marty 





Tripes and Rex Staten. Blackwell had 
been mad enough to look into the 
possibility of a protest, but it didn’t 
occur. 


Saturday 

“I got a second and a third here in 
the past. One time I had problems when 
I lost my clutch lever three laps from 
the end,” said six-foot, three-inch 
Mike Bell while gearing up for his 
qualifier. “They really have to utilize 
every inch of ground here. I’m ready 
to go!” 

And go he did in qualifier one. Bell 
dumped the clutch and never looked 
back. Honda’s Jim Gibson went out of 
control for a moment and slammed 
through the mechanics’ area, but 
never let loose of second. Donnie Han- 
sen made a move on Rex Staten for 
third, but couldn’t make it. Bell, Gib- 
son, Staten, Hansen and Yamaha's 
sandy-haired Oregonite Rick Burgett 
were the first five to transfer to the 
final. 

The crowd of over $1,000 never 
made more noise than when Marty 
Tripes took Chuck Sun at the checkers 
from a back-of-the-pack chrge in qual- 





ifer two. Sun, Robert Reisinger on a 
Mission Viejo Kawasaki, Bill Grossi 
on a Moore and Sons Husky, LOP’s 
Kippy Pierce, local favorite Kirk Bige- 
low, Tripes and Yamaha's Broc Glover 
went out front at the start. Tripes 
made it look like the track was 20- 
yards wide, finding lines to pass every- 
where. He took Sun for the lead under 
the jump bridge. Glover, Grossi and 
Pierce made the 3-4-5 transfers. 

“It just felt good to go fast again,” 
Tripes said after the heat. Chuck Sun 
had his own story. “I've been sick all 
week. It nailed me flat.” 


Howerton went into qualifier three 
in somewhat the same condition as 
Sun. “I had a really bad headache for 
two days and that went away. Now I've 
got this burning stomachache that 
sends chills through me. I think it was 
something I ate.” 


Whatever he had to slow him, effects 
were slight as Howerton won after 
passing Honda's Steve Wise. Kawasaki 
Support Kawasaki rider David Bailey, 
Ross Williams on an RPM Husqvarna, 
and Suzuki’s Danny LaPorte rounded 
out the transfer spots. 


Kawasaki's Warren Reid took it to 
the wire with Mark Barnett and won 
by a scant two feet in qualifier four. 
Donnie Cantaloupi put his works 
Yamaha in the lead at the start with 
Kris Bigelow, LOP’s Mark Lawrence, 
Reid and PDQ teammates Pat Moroney 
and Arlo Englund behind. Barnett took 
a holeshot, but was knocked down. He 
was up and going immediately. 

“Someone forgot to shut off and 
knocked me down. I picked it up and 





went crazy. I was p----d off!” Barnett 
said later. i 

Reid found his lines to the front and 
so did Barnett. Cantaloupi wouldn't 
let any more by and claimed third with 
Larry Wosick, on a works Kawasaki, 
and LOP’s Marty Moates behind. 


“I was getting signals we (himself 
and Barnett) were the same distance 
apart for four laps, so I backed off on 
the last lap,” Reid said after his win. 

“I just got past anywhere I could,” 
Suzuki’s Darrell Shultz said after his 
semi one win. Teammate Brian Myers- 
cough took the other transfer. 


Suzuki’s Marty Smith put it together 
in semi two for the win followed by 
LOP’s Mark Gregson. 


Jeff Ward took advantage of his last 
chance and won the consolation race 
to transfer to the main. 

Howerton, Barnett, Bell, Wosick and 
Glover were first into the banked first 
corner, but as in many Supecross starts, 
congestion changed things around in 
short order. Bell went out front, How- 
erton followed after passing Glover, 
and Gibson, Barnett, Wosick and 
Burgett followed. 

Soon after, things spread out and 
Tripes did a big time crash in a fast 
sweeper. Staten had run into some tires 
and stalled. Howerton had been in-. 
volved in the Tripes crash — which 
some supposed led to a grudge match 
between the two. 

By halfway, Bell was pulling a bit of 
a lead, Howerton was following and 
Gibson and Glover were in battle be- 


. hind. Donnie Hansen and Barnett 


were next. 
Howerton closed the gap to a matter

of feet, but in the last few laps had to 
pass Tripes and Staten. Bell took the 
win by two feet with a victory fist in the 
air off the final jump. Glover took 
third and led a parade of Gibson, Bur- 
gett, Shultz, Barnett, Wosick, Canta- 
loupi and Sun past the flag. 

“The track is so intense — one line. 
I wasn’t going to give Kent any crap, 
cut him off or anything, but I had a 
few different lines left I could have 
used,” Bell said after victory. 

“I think I was riding faster than 
Bell, but Marty (Tripes) got in my way 
for a couple of laps — that’s what 
caused it,” Howerton said. 

Suzuki manager Mark Blackwell was 
irate. “What’s it going to come down 
to — team racing? Will our team have 
to start team blocking, too? I just 
watched the film of the race again, 
and I don’t think it was as much Marty 
as Rex. It wasn’t real clear, but you 
could see Rex block Kent for a whole 
lap. I’m not mad at Kenny Clark (Ya- 
maha’s Team Manager) or anyone 
else. I just don’t want it to happen 
again.” 

“There wasn’t any blocking. I got 
the blue flag and pulled over,” Tripes 
said. 

“Its all a bunch of crap. I got the 
blue flag and moved over — that’s all 
there is to it,” said Staten. 


Sunday 


Tempers seemed to have cooled a 
bit by qualifier time on Sunday. Bar- 
nett looked to be the sure winner in 
qualifier one — until he dropped it 
and got going again with Bell just feet 
behind. Bell had had problems earlier 
when he hit some tires and almost fell. 


The Bigelow brothers, Kris and Kirk, 
were early runners behind Barnett. 
Kirk dropped back and Kris did a trip 
over the bars and through the banners. 
Myerscough and Reisinger plugged in 
to 3-4 for good, with John Day taking 
his support Yamaha to fifth. Bell 
couldn't quite take Barnett and had to 
settle for second. 


“My front tire got caught in a rut,” 
Barnett said concerning his fall. 

Glover and Sun were even as they 
grabbed air time off the main jump in 
qualifier two. Wosick, Hansen, Burgett 
and Bailey followed. Glover stalled, 
dropped to fifth, but worked back to 
second, never to head Sun. Wosick 
took third. 

The real excitement came as Hansen, 
Burgett, Bailey and Staten careened 
off everything around them, fighting 
for final transfer spots. Bailey waited 
for the white flag and fell in behind 
Hansen for what he thought was a for 
sure transfer, but Burgett got him in 
the last corner. - 

“I nudged Bailey, straightened him 
out and got inside,” Burgett said. 


Qualifier three went to Howerton, 
but he had to do most of it without a 
rear brake. Lawrence went. over the 
bars and Guerra went down at the start. 
Wise had second, stalled, picked up in 
third, then stuffed Cantaloupi to re- 
claim second. At the halfway point 
Howerton, Wise, Cantaloupi, KTM’s 
Frank Stacy — who had recently taken 
an ISDT Two-Day overall win — and 
PDQ’s Tommy Croft were out front. 

It was then Howerton’s dangling 
brake stay bar became visible, but it 
didn’t seem to slow him any. Tuner

Greg Arnette’s chalkboard said “four 
laps” as he urged Howerton on. His 
win was by a safe margin over Canta- 
loupi, Stacy, Wise and Croft. 

“I heard it break, so I didn’t even try 
to use the rear brake,” Howerton said. 

Gibson took control of qualifier four, 
with Tripes again pushing for a win he 
couldn't get. Shultz held third for the 
entire heat, and Moto-X Fox’s Tommy 
Benolkin put in a fast paced ride for 
his transfer into the final. Team Race 
Ready’s Mark Rakestraw sewed up 
fifth. 

“I was trying to win — if they’d stop 
ramming me. I think the whole team 
(Suzuki) is going to try and knock me 
down,” Tripes said. 

Ward took Staten in tow for semi 
one transfers, Reid and Moates took 
semi two spots and Guerra took the 
consolation to complete the 25 rider 
field. 

It wasn't Danny LaPorte’s day. After 
going over the bars, he dejectedly 
pushed his bike out of the stadium. 

“I think I deserved what I got last 
night. I know many of the guys may 
have grudges, but I wasn’t part of it 
and I want to stay out of it. It just 
makes me want to win more,” Bell said 
going into the final. 

It didn’t work that way, however. 
Staten, Howerton, Barnett, Bell Glover, 
Wise, Sun and Hansen threaded out 
down the straight. Barnett got Hower- 
ton on the tricky back straight with 
off-rhythm bumps, but Howerton took 
second back. Glover worked into fourth 
ahead of Bell by halfway and Sun was 
trailing the two, feeling effects of his 
illness. The crowd roared as Barnett 
passed Staten. The decibel level rose

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again when Howerton took Staten 
under the jump bridge. 

As Barnett and Howerton went into 
the last corner, they switched it around, 
Howerton taking the win by one foot. 
Barnett followed with Bell, Glover, 
Sun, Staten, Wise, Gibson, Shultz and 
Tripes rounding out the top 10. 

“My front tire slipped over a berm 
and the motor bogged,” said Barnett. 

“I'm a basket case and I never even 
fell down!” said Howerton while in- 
specting his bleeding knee and bruised 
wrist in winner's circle. “I used a line 
through the last corner that I only 
used once before to the outside. Mark 
bogged the motor a little and that’s all 
it took.” e

Gulfport International Dragway hosted the 


International Drag 


Bike Association’s 5th 


Annual Spring Nationals. When the roar of 
engines and the squeal of tires died away, Bo 


O’Brochta, Sid Pogue and Mike 
Bruso were sitting on top of the 
heap in Top Fuel, Pro Stock 
and Super Eliminator, 
respectively. After a stormy two week 
period on the Gulf Coast, track 
operators spent a week trying to 
remove sand left on the track by 
flooding. Efforts to get the strip ready 
paid off as some incredibly fast times 
were turned in - especially in the pro 
divisions. 

Qualifications began Saturday 
morning and continued again on 
Sunday. Some racers incurred minor 
mechanical problems such as chains 
breaking and timing adjustments. A 
few had more serious problems leading 
to disqualification or elimination. 





Vicki Farr, Pro Stock's First Lady of 
Drag Racing, seemed to have 
mechanical problems from her first 
pass down the strip. She qualified 
llth, only to be eliminated by Bob 
Carpenter in the first run after 
qualifying. 

In Pro Stock Eliminator semi 
action, Terry Vance, on-his new’GS 
1100 Suzuki, edged out 1980 NHRA 
Pro Stock Number One’ Bob 
Carpenter on a KZ1000 Kawasaki. 
Vance, sponsored by U.S. Suzuki, 
turned in a phenomenal time of 8.97 
seconds at 148.02 mph. This was 
Vance's first time in the eights and 
offered him a shot at a new world 
record, but he was unable to break the 
barrier into the eights on a second pass 
in the final. 





Carpenter, sponsored by R.C 
Engineering, turned in an excellent 
but losing effort, a 9.10/145.86. 

Sid Pogue, Oklahoma, was running 
very strong also as he gained a berth in 
the semi by nudging out Ron Turner 
in the quarter finals. Pogue, sponsored 
by Pogue Machine Works and current 
class world record holder, equalled his 
record of 8.98 seconds, 148.27 mph. 
Sid then faced Mike Keyte in the other 
Pro Stock semi. Keyte, sponsored 
by M.T.C. and C.M. Performance, 
turned a 9.23/141.95, but was 
eliminated by Pogue with the better 
time of 9.06/147.54. 

No one was sitting for the Pro Stock 
final as it pitted the number one and 
number two Pro Stockers in the world 
- Vance vs Pogue. It appeared at first 
the crowd was going to be 
disappointed because Vance drew a 
red light and Pogue’ Kawasaki 
bogged on the line. IDBA officials 
discovered the starting lights had an 
electronic malfunction preventing 
Vance from getting one amber light 
before the green. Due to this 
malfunction the final was re-staged. 
What a race! Pogue burned a 9.03 
E.T. at 148.27 which proved to be just 








barely enough as Vance turned in a 
9.04/147.29. 

In Top Fuel the number one 
qualifier, Elmer Trett, sponsored by 
Harley-Davidson, red-lighted in his 
semi. Kenny Blackburn sponsored by 
K.M.S. (Sikora Bros.), Klotz and 
Wiseco was able to cruise the strip 
after Trett red-lighted. 

In the other Top fuel semi Bo 
O'Brochta riding for Terminal Van 
Lines, squared off with Pete Hill, who 
is sponsored by Phase III and M.T.C. 
Hill appeared to have trouble and 
shut it down. O’Brochta breezed to the 
win with a 7.86/174.41. 

The final offered Kenny Blackburn ' 
an opportunity at O'Brochta, but 
Blackburn was unable to fire his 
engine. O'Brochta cruised the strip 
again with a winning time of 
7.98/170.77. 

In Super Eliminator Mike Bruso 
had his Kawasaki at peak performance 
as he became the first pro rider to 
record three consecutive runs in the 
sevens. Included of course, is a new 
IDBA world record. Mike delivered 
runs of 7.95, 7.93, and 7.92 in 
consecutive order. Bruso easily won his 
semi with a record 7.92/173.41 
defeating Jim McClure’s 9.39/150.75. 
McClure is sponsored by Sifton 
Performance Products. Bruso is 
sponsored by Power Enterprises. 

The second Super Elininator semi 
pitted Bonnie Truett, against Terry 
Kizer, last year’s top Pro Comp rider. 
Kizer is sponsored by M.T.C. Kizer 
developed mechanical problems and 
could not compete in his semi so 
Truett gained a berth in the final. 

Bruso once again prevailed as he 
clocked an 8.08/170.49 for the win 
against Truett, the independent racer. 

In Pro Comp (normally aspirated) 
Larry Musick, sponsored by M.T.C. 
and Commonwealth Kawasaki, made 
the semi but did not show on the run 
due to a twisted crank. He was to face

Pro Comp (turbo charged) division 
had Jon Baugh against Larry Hayes. 
Baugh is sponsored by Orient Express 
and Hayes is an independent racer. 
Baugh took his Kawasaki to the final 
by defeating Hayes. 

The other semi had Jerry West 
going to the final run due to Dave 
Covey red-lighting. 

Pro Comp finalists Baugh and the 
D.C. Engineering sponsored by West 
squared off for the final with Baugh 
defeating West with an 8.31/163.33 
pass. 

The Pro Comp Eliminator final 
brought turbo powered winner Baugh 
to face Pro Comp (normally aspirated) 
finalist Stevenson. Baugh won out 
against Stevenson with the handicap. 
Baugh turned a _ 8.32/165.13 to 
Stevenson's 9.31/144.69. 

Modified Eliminator finalists were 
David Schultz and Steve Zimmerman. 
Schultz went to the winner's circle with 
a 11.29/115.38 run. 

In Stock Eliminator Gary Tackett, 
wound up the winner with a 
12.90/97.82 pass over Joel Cox.

Honda Ontario Six-Hour Classic 














Pierce, Spencer, Honda victory 
under protest

ONTARIO, CA, APR. 26-27 


Red-flagged to a halt, the AFM/Honda On- 
tario Six-Hour Classic endurance race ended 
with a terrifying crash as two 600cc class riders, 
David McClanahan and Bill Silver, tangled on 


the fast front straightaway of 
Ontario Motor Speedway. Mc 
Clanahan, bruised, battered and 
dazed, was checked on the spot, 
and he walked away in relatively good 
condition. Silver, however, was taken 
to the nearest Trauma Center by heli- 
copter. No word was available on Silver's 
condition before the track closed that 
night- ~ 





Ron Pierce and Freddie Spencer — 
rider favorites with their ‘only unknown 
factor being the new works Honda — 
held the lead at the time of the accident 
and were pronounced winners when 
the race was stopped 15 minutes short 
of the full six-hour length. The pair 
established, nonetheless, a new record 
for the event of 158 laps. That’s one 
lap more than the previous distance. 





travelled for a full six-hour race. Team 
Honda riders were promised whatever 
power was needed to win, and it ap- 
pears now that the factory has delivered 
exactly that. No one outpulled the 
high-rpm four-cylinders at Ontario, 
and no other machine produced that 
velvet shriek of a road racing Honda 
at full throttle on Ontario’s back 
chute. 

The Honda didn’t qualify fastest. In 
fact, the Wes Cooley/Rich Schlachter 
Yoshimura Suzuki and the Eddie 
Lawson/Dave Aldana works Kawasaki 
both edged the Pierce/Spencer Honda 
in qualifying times. Lawson was first 
to break the track record of 2:06 dur- 
ing Saturday’s qualifying trials with a 
resounding 2:03 lap time. But Cooley 
came back with an unbelievable 2:01 
to clinch the pole position on the start- 
ing grid. Next came the Pierce/Spencer 





machine at 2:05, and they were 
followed by the Chuck Parme/Whitney 
Blakeslee Kawasaki (2:07) and the 
Dennis Smith/Reg Pridmore Suzuki 
(2:08). Completing the top 10 qualifiers 
were the Harry Klinzmann/Dave Emde 
Racecrafters Kawasaki (2:09), the Steve 
McLaughlin/Roberto Pietri Honda 
(2:10), the Lee Fleming/Mike Spencer 
750cc Kawasaki (2:12), the Jeff Little/ 
Gordon Seim Kawasaki (2:13) and the 
Wendell Phillips/Kerry Bryant Kawa- 
saki (2:13). 

Several protests are pending. Per- 
haps the most critical is the one regis- 
tered by Team Kawasakis second 
place entry, Eddie Lawson and Dave 
Aldana. The protests involve scoring 
of the complex six-hour event — 
almost as much a test of endurance for 
the scorekeepers as it is for the riders 
and machinery. Both the Open class, 








and the 750cc category are under ques- 
tion. No final official results will be 
available until the records for the 158- 
lap, 88-entry field are checked. 

Pre-race entertainment was provided 
by a field of vintage machines — many 
of them true classics, others just old. A 
short race was staged, and following 
an early three-way fight among Don 
Vesco, Buddy Parriott and Tony 
Murphy, Vesco emerged the winner. 

Slated for an 11 a.m. start, gridding 
procedures delayed the six-hour race, 
and the green flag dropped at 11:15. 

True to form, the three fast qualifiers 
shot into the lead, Cooley holding the 

_ point with Eddie Lawson holding back 
the Pierce/Spencer Honda. The 
McLaughlin/Pietri Honda, the Parme/ 
Blakeslee Kawasaki, the Klinzmann/ 
Emde Kawasaki, the Smith/Pridmore 
Suzuki, the Little/Seim Kawasaki, the 
Billy Addington/Syd DeSoto Suzuki 
and the Fleming/Spencer Kawasaki 
completed the top 10 on the opening 
lap. 

Then the Pierce/Spencer Honda with 
“Fast Freddie” at the controls pulled 
around the works Kawasaki and set 
sights on the Yoshimura Suzuki. Lap 
two saw the Honda in second; lap three 
saw it in the lead. From there on, the 
only time the #97 Honda forfeited con- 
trol of the race was in making pit stops 
for fuel, tire and rider changes. And 
those were temporary. (Unless, of 
course, the Team Kawasaki protest is 
upheld.) 

Other Team Honda members weren't 
as lucky. Approximately two hours into 
the race, Roberto Pietri pulled into 
the pits for fuel, rider change and a 
tire check. Timing was off, however, 
and Roberto found the Pierce/Spencer 
machine still sitting on pit row under- 
going a tire change. He quickly pulled 
back out onto the track, did another 
lap, then pulled in again. As co-rider 
McLaughlin prepared to take over, 
the crew decided it was time to replace 
the rear tire. They raised the bike onto 
the stand, pulled the wheel as 
McLaughlin waited, and attempted to 
mount the new wheel. But the axle 
wouldn't fit through the wheel assem- 
bly! A spacer in the hub had moved, 
and as seconds turned to minutes, 
McLaughlin paced, toe-tapped and 
gestured his exasperation as the crew 
tried frantically to make it work. It 
wouldn’t. The wheel finally was set 
aside and a new one selected. But even 
then, the sprocket and brake disc had 
to be transferred to the new wheel, 
and it was 16 minutes before the #88 
Honda could return to the track at least 
seven laps down from the previous 
position. 


In the confusion of the moment, Jeff 
Haney, riding the third Honda and 
rapidly nearing “empty” status, was 
forgotten. By the time someone noticed, 
then signalled Haney, it was too late. 

“He’s pushing it!” The shout went 
up as Haney was seen at the far end of 
pit row pushing off the front straight. 
A quick run down.to him with a mini- 
bike and gas can put Haney back on 
the track and back into the pits on the 
next lap. But in one confused 20-minute 
period, Honda had lost two of their 
three good placings. 

Meanwhile, Team Kawasaki had 
been pulling off their pit stops like clock 
work. The Yoshimura pit stops were 
not as quick, but Cooley and Schlachter 
were pacing well for the six-hour sched- 
ule. The Kawasaki had picked up a 
10-second lead on the Pierce/Spencer 
Honda when they'd pitted, but when 
the Kawasaki stopped for gas 10 laps 
later, the Honda again took over. 

Rich Schlachter pulled in to the 
Yoshimura pits as the clock approached 
the three-hour mark. Cooley waited to 
board as the crew fueled the Suzuki 
and changed the rear tire. Suddenly, 
gas began flowing from the inside left

carburetor, and the crew reacted quick- 
ly to stop the leak. 

“I think the float stuck,” said 
Schlachter, “I ran out of gas on that 
last lap!” He’d rocked the bike to slosh 
any remaining fuel into the petcocks 
and managed to reach the pits by the 
skin of his teeth. 


As the race reached the four and 
one-half hour mark, Team Honda 
staged a series of pit stops to set up for 
a long, uninterrupted run at the end 
of the six-hour race. The leading bike 
pitted twice only a few laps apart, giv- 
ing them enough fuel and tire to make 
a run for it — if necessary — to the 
checkered flag. 

At the 120-lap point, it was the 
Pierce/Spencer Honda leading the 


‘Lawson/Aldana Kawasaki and the 


Cooley/Schlachter Yoshimura Suzuki. 
In fourth was the Racecrafters Kawa- 
saki of Klinzmann and Emde, and the 
Parme/Blakeslee Kawasaki was hold- 
ing off the Smith/Pridmore Suzuki for 
fifth. The 600cc class winner, the 
Garoutte/Draper Yamaha, held ninth 
overall, ahead of eventual (unofficial) 
750ce winner, the Fleming/Spencer 


` Kawasaki. 


As the race crept into the final hour, 
riders showed fatigue in lap times and 
judgement errors. One of the most cost- 
ly errors took the Yoshimura entry out 
of the race. 

At 4:35, Wes Cooley failed to come 
around. 

“He fell,” Fujio Yoshimura 
shrugged as he and Carol Carpenter 
waited to find out what exactly had 
happened to their rider and bike. 

“We don’t know how he is, or what's 
happened to the bike. He's up walking 








around,” Carol added. As it turned 
out, Cooley had rear-ended a 350cc 
machine that apparently had moved 
into his line at a much slower speed. 
The resulting crash put Wes in for a 
check of a battered shoulder and the 
bike in the garage area, likewise 
battered. 
“ Then the McClanahan/Silver acci- 
dent happened on the front straight- 
away; at 5:00 p.m., and the race was 
stopped. 

Champagne and protests flew in 
unison in victory circle. Official results 
will follow as soon as available. e
